This subject was on my mind as I chat- 
ted with my old pal yacht designer Mike Peters after 
his return from the Monaco Yacht Show; "Design 
has overtaken the yacht business. ... Things are out 
of control,*' Peters said with a sigh. "In the future we 
are going to look back at the last 10 years of yacht 
design and wonder what die hell happened!" 

Peters has been working his magic with boats 
for 30 years. His 160-plus mph 45-foot offshore 
catamarans are still winning races, even though he 
swore off race-boat design a decade ago after 15 
world championships. While his portfolio boasts 
a small Heet of fine yachts, much of his work has 
been on the quiet products in drab gray or 
troubled boats he has "fixed'" for builders. Peters 
has a reputation as a guy who knows how to make 
boats behave w : ell at speed but he has also left his 
mark in terms of styling. His designs for Chris- 
Craft's rebirth in early 2000 come to mind. "I call 
them dear-old-dad boats," Peters said. "They w ere 
intended to be what we think we grew up with, but 
they are actually much better — modern designs 
inspired not by a boat but a period."

It is die current period in yachting that ttoubles 
Peters. "On the custom side, less than 200 feet is the 
new small, and too many people are more interested 
in creating personal monuments than yachts." He 
remembers a recent warning from a buyer's agent. 
"You've got to understand the guy's not a real boater; 
he just wants something different — about 40 meters," 
die agent said. Peters believes dial die industry Is to 
blame as we too often focus on selling dreams. "Every 
kid that wanted to be a ear designer thinks he's a boat 
designer if he can operate 3-D modeling software," 
Peters .said. "This leaves the shipyard or a naval 
architect to sweep up die mess." 

Peters believes the "anything as long as its 
different" mentality has also changed production 
boatbuilding for the worse. "The Europeans 
have kicked our butts . . . not widi great design 
but outrageous design." Peters remembers one 
European builder admitting his new model looked 
ridiculous, but it was new and new sells. "It's an 
'anything to break away from die pack' attitude and 
U.S. builders just didn't get it until it was too late." 
As a designer, Peters feels the pressure. "Right now 
we have a request for a vertical bow. ... Everyone 
seems to think it's an aesdietic choice when in fact 
there is a good reason we rake bows. . . . A vertical 
bow with the deep forefoot is the kiss of death in a 
following sea. The ocean didn't just w ake up and 
say, hejt, I've changed. jVb worries!" 

Peters works on bodi sides of die pond and refers 
to himself jokingly as a ''mid- Atlantic designer." He 
admits that at times it's a challenge. "Some of my 
European friends seem to think they invented design. 
Rccendy a competitor told me, 'Only we [Italians] 
understand the poetry of design.'" Peters believes 
that such regional bias has brought us to a point of 
stagnation. "There are only so many shapes for 
hullside windows." Peters believes great yacht designs 
have one thing in common they make sense. "A 
traditional Northeast design, for example, works 
because everything on it — windows, ports, etc. - - are 
there for a reason. . . . There's design honesty." 

After returning from Monaco, Peters held a staff 
meeting and explained that "this is an ugly period. 
... Bad designs are actually getting built. One of my 
guys asked, 'Why should we care if a boat Is popular 
in 20 years if the design sells today?" Because 1 care!"

Power Fundamentals (Part III) 

Consider these key factors when selecting a generator. 



n the past two issues, we've looked al the im- 
portance of determining electrical loads and 
examined methods for their calculation (wuw 
.jfaMuffnagazine.com/gaimtlors). The next step is 
to examine the basics of specifying a new gen- 
erator package. Last month's load analysis gave 
H us the projected power requirements in various 
conditions, and it's likelv there is a considerable 
spread between diem. 

For vessels with minimal electrical demands, 
and particularly for anyone who enjoys quiet at anchor, 
an inverter, pulling AC power From DC: batteries, 
may lie the best choice. Most yachts, however, should 
have a generator, and the challenge is to have enough 
power to meet the occasional peak electrical demand 
without severely underloading the generator the rest 
of the time. Utilization recommendations van; but 
those cited by Northern Lights {wwixxnorthei'n-llghts 
.com) are typical. It suggests an average of 35 to 70 
percent of the generator's rated capacity, but the rate 
should never be less dian 25 percent and preferably 
should be above 50 percent. 

Simple economics and space limitations mav 
require owners of smaller yachts to install a single 
generator. Radier dian getting the largest generator 
that will fit into the available space, the better choice 
is to stick with a smaller unit and practice 'load 
shedding;*' i.e., switching off designated nonessential 
loads during periods of peak usage. This can be 
done manually or with an automatic system. 

Aboard larger yachts, the installation of multiple 
generators is preferable to accommodate the range

in loads and to provide a degree of redundancy 
While two identical units are most common, Tom 
Sullivan, a professional engineer and applications 
engineering manager at Atlas Marine Systems (uww 
Mllasmarinesysterns.com\ suggests another possibility. 
Using Adas' TeePower or another automated power 
management system, you can install two generators of 
dillciing capacities, with the larger roughly twice the 
power of the smaller. 

The smaller unit runs at demand levels up to 30 
percent or so of peak, and then the larger unit takes over 
up to 60 percent, and bodi run to meet lull peak loads. 
Tl lis is all done automatically and keeps utilization rates 
well within the recommended levels. Odier advantages 
of such systems include starting and uansfer in die 
event of shore-power or generator problems, rotation 
and/or paralleling of generators to meet demands, 
load shedding and reconnectioiis of loads in die 
event of low power availability; and running a smaller 
generator at night when loads arc lower. 

Once the capacity for your generators) is 
determined, oilier factors should be considered. While 
some small generators supply only 1 20-volt power, 
most yacht generators are dual voltage, providing 120 
and 240 volts for single-phase units or 1 20 and 208 
volts for diree-phase units. The choice will depend 
largely on the electrical loads anticipated and the 
largest electrically driven equipment selected, such as 
air conditioning, deck equipment and auxiliary motors. 
Your load analysis will help in this determination. 

Request dial die units be configured so that routine 
maintenance points water fill and level check, oil 
dipstick, air and oil filters can be easily accessed. 
Sound and vibration concerns will dictate die type 
of mounts specified, and whedier you want a sound 
enclosure or will rely on engine-room insulation for 
noise suppression. Cooling systems should generally 
be of the closed type, in which either a keel cooler 
or heat exchanger is used to keep salt water out 
of the engine. Exhaust systems can be wet or dry 
and can include a muffler and/or soot reduction 
system. You may want to include a power takeoff 
on die generator engine to drive an air compressor 
or a hydraulic pump for other needs, such as a bow 
thruster. Alarms and shutdowns low water level 
and high water temperature, low oil level, pressure, 
overspeed should be part of die package. This 
knowledge ought to ease die selection process. □

Perini Navi 40-Meter Cutter 

This conservative builder adds another svelte 
high-performance yacht to its fleet. 



ike a fine vintner honing her skills 
through practice, education and 
instinct, Perini Navi continues to 
improve (he performance of its 
sailing yachts, and does so with- 
out abandoning the quality and 
H luxury that made the yard's repu- 

tation. This 40-meter cutter, de- 
signed in collaboration with Ron 
Holland, perfectly illustrates the 
builder's philosophy. 

Perhaps the most extreme yachl Perini Navi 
has built is the 38-meter (125 feet) P2, designed 
by Philippe Briand and launched in 2008. By the 
builder's standards, her deckhouse has an ultralow 
profile, a racy sloop rig and a deliriously modern 
decor belowdecks. Her relatively light displacement 
(344,000 pounds vs. 485,000 pounds for the 
■1-U-meter: and nearly plumb stem broadcast her 
aspirations for speed. 

Holland's design, on the other hand, strikes a 
more traditional pose. He extended the datum 
waterline (DWL) to give the yacht a good turn 
of speed, which gives her a more upright stem 
than you'll see on traditional Perinis, but it's far 
from being as extreme as that of P2. In addition 
to increasing the 40-meter's displacement speed, 
the increase in DWL has allowed Holland to 
draw finer waterlines in the forward sections, 
decreasing resistance and easing motion in a 
seaway. Firm sections amidships enhance the 
hull's form stability. 4 hese sections transition to

what Holland describes as low-resistance stern 
lines, which encourage the water to clear the run, 
and this in turn reduces wave-making resistance. 
The yacht's high-aspect-ratio centerboard will 
give her the pointing ability we expect from 
modern sailing yachts. 

Only a sharp plumb stem would appear more 
aggressive than this yacht's straight raked stem, and 
maybe only a counter stern by W. Starling Burgess 
would be more graceful. As drawn, these angles 
work well together, perfectly suiting the yacht's 
persona. If she were human, she'd be a tough GEO 
with a soft spot for underprivileged citizens. The 
subtlest of springy sheer lines, like a taut catenary, 
connects the ends. 

The superstructure grows from the deck as a rock 
uncovered by the surf stands clear of the sand on 
an empty beach. The leading edge of what would 
qualify as a trunk cabin if it had portlights rises 
ever so gradually from the foredeck and continues 
the climb until it meets the front of the pilothouse. 
An eye-level view of the profile suggests that the 
angle of rake at the leading edge of die trunk cabin 
and the rake of the windows in the pilothouse 
successfully mimic one another. Careful comparison 
of die angles formed by the raked transom, cockpit 
coaming and Hying buttress at the after end of the 
house lead me to believe they are the same. These 
angles perform as a unit, artistically balancing the 
composition, but they should have the same eflect 
on us when we see the 10-meter under way in three 
dimensions I'll wager that our impression of 
harmonvwill remain. 

Unlike many yachts tiiis size, which use the 
cavernous space under the afterdeck to stow the 
tender, Perini Navi's yacht devotes the area to 
stowage and machinery. The transom opens to 
become a leak-covered beach with wide steps 
leading to and from die afterdeck. The tender liv es 
in a compartment beneath the forward end of the 
trunk cabin, which is over the crew's quarters. 

Although owners of Perini Navis love these 
yachts for their stately progress through die 
water and superb comfort belowdecks, some of 
the builder's clients need the occasional rush of 
adrenaline to accompany the luxury They can 
expect that from the 40-meter. □

Cruisers Yachts 41 Cantius

ing? Cruisers Yachts 41 
Cantius proves these 
attributes aren't mutu- 
ally exclusive. Its ac- 

#commodations echo 
top-line residential de- 
sign, while its hull de- 
sign, construction and propulsion showcase the art 
of modern production boatbuilding. 

When evaluating a cruiser, the first thing I 
do Ls check out the key systems. No number of 
berths, settees or niftv decor details will make you 
comfortable if corners were cut on the build. I am 
happy to report that Cruisers Yachts fits out the 41 
(Junius for more than just earning accolades on .1 
convention center or showroom floor. 

For example, the 1 3.5 kW genset, standard aboard 
the 41 Cantius, not only provides em nigh power to 
comibitably allow you to run most of your appliances 
and lights while on the hook, but also delivers enough 
reserve output so that breakers won't blow when the 
refrigerator or air-conditioner compressor kicks on. 
Furthermore, tills genset s output isn't so large that 
its engine won't be loaded properly when it's running, 
which affects efficiency and longevity. (For more on 
properly sizing a generator, turn to Performance on 
page 18.) Indeed, the 41 Cantius* generator meets die 
requirements of ABYC El 8-8: It's optimally sized. 
Dockside power is 50-amp, rather than the 30-amp

systems more common aboard cruisers dils size, again 
ensuring ample power. 

Air conditioning is another system where hidden 
cost-cutting can occur. Not aboard the 41 Cantius. 
It has three units pumping 40,000 Btu of reverse- 
cycle heal and cooling, providing ample climate 
control for this dual-salon cruiser. 

Water capacity? Naval architects and long- 
term cruisers agree that, nominally, five gallons of 
water per day, per person, is a sufficient supply for 
bathing, doing dishes, using the head, etc. Quick 
math suggests that the 41 Cantius* 75-gallun supply- 
provides enough water for a crew of six for the 
weekend — plus a little more. 

All of these systems are also easily reached for 
service. In the engine room, I found more than 
four feet of headroom and access on all sides of 
both engines. Every wire and plumbing run Is 
labeled with engraved plates for troubleshooting 
ease. Behind a panel in the amidships stateroom, 
all electrical modules and the helm breaker panel 
are housed in one place. Compared with boats in 
which the electronic control modules are scattered, 
diagnostic time here is drastically cut a benefit

Sea Ray's 410 Sundancer, with its three- 
side enclosure. Unlike the Sea Ray, the 
41 Cantius' helm deck is completely 
enclosed, boasting an after bulkhead, 
glass "Tri-Slide" door. This creates an 
upper salon, complete climate control and 
conversational privacy with a view while 
entertaining docksidc. Plus, it eliminates 
the hassle of canvas curtains. The helm 
deck also has an electric sunroof. 




This upper salon can host a crowd 
of guests, thanks to an expansive 
lounge, eniertainmem center and air 
conditioning. The view is fantastic, and 
even rainy days will prove enjoyable 
here. When the sun shines, open the 
slider wide, and access between the helm- 
dcck-cum-salon and the cockpit provides 
easy How between the two spaces. With 
a comfy settee and recliner and simple 
side-to boarding, dockside entertaining 
doesn't get any better - unless you work 
the transom magic I discovered aboard 
the 41 Cantius. 

The extended swim platform is more 
than four feet long and has a bar with 
two removable pctlestal-mount bar stools. 
The bar hinges open, revealing a massive 
lazarette with dedicated stowage for the 
stools and cockpit tables, as well as fenders, 
lines, brushes and other dunnage. 

While the I 1 ( lantius is available with 
IPS, the vessel I tested turned its props 
through twin Volvo Penta DPH diesel 
sterndrives. This propulsion, combined 
with the vented stepped hull, had me 
comfortably romping across a choppy 



L;ike Michigan at just over 23 knots, 
topping out at 33.8 knots. Docking with 
the Volvo Penta 's joystick proved a snap 
against I he wind, and, as an aside, T also 
docked it without die joystick. If you 
want the trimabilitv. shallower draft and 
efficiency afforded by sterndrives, I can 
vouch for their suitability: 

Accommodations include a fonvard 
master with plenty of headroom, a queen 
berth and en suite bath. Amidships is a 
guest room with twin berths (that can form 
a queen) and another en suite head. 

So imagine yourself in the helm seat, 
swivcled around and engaged with your 
guests, watching with prideful care as 
they enjoy the amenities and the easy 
m ovemen t betwee n dock, platform , 
cockpit and upper salon that the 41 
Cantius affords. The experience is 
common aboard larger yachts but rare 
among boats this size. So the question, 
then, isn't whether the 41 Cantius is 
capable of both entertaining and taking 
to the sea. The question is: Are you? □

The new Island Pilot 535 

need for comfortable, carefree cruising.

sland Pilot's president, Reuben Trane, calls 
the 535 "a crossover trawler' meaning it 
works just as well and efficiently at displace- 
ment speeds as it does at planing speeds. In- 
deed, on a break-in delivery cruise from Mi- 
ami to Charleston, South Carolina, Trane 
says the 535 averaged 8 gallons per hour 
(gph) at an average speed of 1 1 knots no 
doubt the Gulf Stream gets some credit for 
helping here. My own measurements a week 
later near Annapolis. Maryland, showed the 535 
burned only 8.9 gph at 8.2 knots, or 48.8 gph at 
20.4 knots, meaning you have a nice choice: You 
can travel at a traditional displacement speed of 
just over 8 knots and enjoy a range of about 586 
nautical miles iwith a 10 percent fuel reserve) or, if 
you're in a hurry, you can cruise at 20 or 25 knots. 

A lifelong boater, Trane says the 535 was 
designed for a variety of markets. He hopes it will 
appeal to retiring baby boomers who most likely 
owned an express and want something that has 
more cruising amenities and capabilities; owners 
of full-displacement yachts who no longer want to 
voyage across oceans; the experienced owner who 
appreciates that the IP 535 hasn't tried to cram in 
space for more than a couple of guests; DIY owners 
who'll love the truly spacious engine room; and 
live-aboard couples who realize they don't need a 
slow boat to have real living comforts. 

The idea of the crossover trawler a large 
cruising boat with some speed that maintains 
the essential character of the Island Pilot line —

appealed to Trane's sense of innovation. Its two 
large front w indows, sharp angles, big cockpit and 
tall flying bridge make the 535 look like it has a 
lot of room, and it does. You walk onto the boat 
via the large swim platform and then step up to 
the cockpit, or you step through stainless side gates 
on either side of the cockpit. The cockpit is fully 
covered, and its canopy extends over the U-shape 
settee and dining table aft for alfresco entertaining. 
A barbecue grill, wet bar and ice maker keep the 
party happily outside. 

For access to the engine room, Trane designed 
a large door at the forward edge of the cockpit. 
Like all the areas on the 535, this provided standing 
headroom for me, and I'm about 6 feet 2 inches 
tall. The engine room is large enough for a 
workbench over the genset to port; the batteries are 
to starboard, and the user-friendly fuel manifold 
with gauges is on the centerline. 

From the cockpit you step up to the glass door 
leading to the salon. Large side windows, plus two 
sliding doors opening to the side decks forward, 
drench the area in sunlight. The space flows without 
interruption from the entry to the lower helm station 
and l hen down to the galley and dinette area. Huge 
front windows make this space seem like an atrium. 
On the starboard side, the upper salon has a large 
U-shape settee and beautiful teak fold-out table 
on the port side facing two comfortable armchairs 
opposite. Its an inviting, user-friendly layout

The 535's hull has 2 1 degrees of deadrise 
at the transom to soften the ride, but a 
drep-V hull will) as much lop hamper as 
the 535 may roll at low s[x*eds, hence die 
Standard Seakeeper gyro. As I found on my 
test, the boat also is a bit tender if you crank 
the wheel all the way over at wide-open 
throttle; I started to do tiiis while driving 
from the fiybriclge and 1 dialed back a bit 
because of the lean but then you aren't 
likely to Iry this maneuver during normal 
cruising situations. 

"The 535 is a cruising yacht that can 
island-hop down the Bahamas to the Turks 
and Caicos, then make the short passage to 
the Dominican Republic and take you to 
die Caribbean for months of independent 
onboard living,* 1 Trane said. "At the same 
time, she can make displacement passages 
in comlbrt and safety" And there's nothing 
wrong with that. □

If you can find an extra 
day and go cruising, leaving your life ashore 
often magically makes three days feel like five! 
And no matter what shoreline you're near, 
there's probably an itinerary that will do the 

trick. Here are diree sample trips to get you off die 

dock and in vacation mode. 



A SOUTHERN ESCAPE: 

Bimini to Gun Cay to Cat Cay, 
Bahamas (101 nm round-trip) 

Boaters in south Florida have a lot of options 
when choosing where to go for a few days of R&R. 
Gunnar Ghristensen, a professional captain and 
president of All Points Energy, which specializes 
in the maritime aspects of renewable energy, 
has a favorite itinerary. "In south Florida,' 1 says 
Ghristensen, '"go west, young man" does not 
apply ... unless you like airboats and boas.* 9 
When he thinks of great three-day weekends in south 
Florida he pulls out his passport, gels a custom decal 
for easy re-entry and heads east to die Bahamas. 

For a jaunt to diis area you need to do some planning, 
hi the winter the seas can build to dangerous heights 
when the northerly winds kick in, so the best time to 
make this voyage is in die spring and summer when 
it's easier to find a weadier window. From Miami to 
Bimini is about a 43 nm run, so get an early Start across 
to maximize your time in the islands. Once you're 
there, die cruising distance between islands is minimal. 
Bimini (25°43 , I0.08"N 79°16'12.76"W) Is popular 
wntli anglers and spring break students in other 
words, people go there to fish hard and play hard. 
Snorkeling, diving, dolphin encounters and, of course, 
deep-sea fishing are popular here. Bars outnumber 
restaurants two-to-one so you wont go thirsty 
check out the End of the World Bar in /Mice Town. 
The Bimini Big Game Resort and Marina is a good 
place to eat, as is the Bimini Beach Glub Restaurant. 

When you're ready to unwind, head south to 
Gun Gay 25°34'57.20"N 79°17'53.S8"W r ). It's less

and vacationers who crave 
a little more action than 
they'll find on nearby Gun 
Cay and Cat Cay. 
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than a 10 nm run. The main attractions 
here are beautiful scenery and great 
snorkeling. It's a wonderful place to throw 
out the hook, but look out for the stone 
ledge on the east side of Gun Cay, which 
won't hold your anchor if it blows. 

Cat Cay (25°33'20.9 1 "N 79° 1 6'44.30"W) 
is a privately owned club that welcomes 
cruisers who need to clear in through 
customs, or w ho want to refuel or come 
ashore to dine. "Beware of high prices 
and the air of superiority you might 
encounter," Christensen warns, and when 
you've had enough, check out any of the 
small cays south of Gun Cay and Cat 
Cay they're almost always deserted 
and you can have them all to yourself. 

A NEW YORK GETAWAY: 

Sag Harbor to Shelter Island to 
Greenport (23 nm round-trip) 

Boaters in die Northeast face an 
embarrassment of riches when it comes 
to cruising options. But one of my 
favorites is a relaxed trip on Long Island's 
East End. Sag Harbor (42°00'21.40"N 



72 D 17 , 42.83 M W) has more than enough 
to keep you entertained all weekend: 
great shopping, fine dining, the Whaling 
Museum and an art-house movie theater 
as well as live shows at the Bay Street 
Theatre and a wonderful public library: 
If you Ve got 2 1 feet of vertical clearance, 
head under the bridge and anchor in Sag 
Harbor Gove for up to 72 hours. Gall the 
launch on Channel 9 for a ride into town. 
Do your provisioning at SchiavorrFs and 
the liquor store nearby or stop and grab 
a burger or great mussels at the Corner 
Bar. For something a little less traditional, 
I like Dockside, which is just down Bay 
Street and features more inventive cuisine. 
Leaving might be hard, but since youVe 
got a boat, head north to Shelter Island. 

If you're looking for peace and quiet, 
Shelter Island's Goccles Harbor is a great 
spot. Also lovely is the sleepy Victorian 
town of Shelter Island Heights. But I like 
to head past there and anchor off Sunset 
Beach (41°04'27.10"N 72°2 r58.49"W). 
Aboard, you'll have your own lovely 
island. Hop into the dinghy and head for 




die bright yellow- and white-striped beach 
umbrellas, and vou'U feel like you're in St. 
Tropez. The glamorous and happening 
Sunset Beach restaurant is an Andre 
Bala/s hot spot that transports you to the 
Med with its cool Euro vibe. Though the 
check Is usually obscene, I've always found 
it enough fun to be worth every penny! 

You might find that wandering the 
less dian 2 miles west to Greenport 
(41 °06'00.83"N 72°2 1 '29.28"W) for ampler 
pleasures is the perfect antidote to last 
night's fun. Greenport is an old fishing town 
on Long Island's North Fork, and it has a 
laid-back, more rustic feeling than its South 
Fork counterparts but plenty of charm. 
G< >od restaurants, an antique carousel. 
Preston's ship chandlery and proximity to 
the great iarm stands and vineyards of the 
North Fork add to the appeal.

Santa Barbara to the Channel Islands to 
Oxnard (72 nm round-trip) 

West Coast folks have their own 
favorite haunts, but one that wafts back 
to us repeatedly on the East Coast centers 
on the Channel Islands. Susan Scheer, a 
filmmaker and die owner/operator of 
Phantom, a 90-foot expedition yacht that's 
available for research, documentary and 
(living charters in Central America, spent 
years in Santa Barbara and filled us in on 
her favorite jaunt. 

"What's great about Santa Barbara 
(34°24' 19.30"N 119° 4r29.27 n W) is 
it has so much to offer. It is a beautiful, 
old Spanish-Havored city and there 
is something magical about the light 
here." 1 Scheer keeps a sailboat in Santa 
Barbara. "The harbor is unique it 



has a commercial fishing fleet alongside 
multimillion-dollar yachts and a racing 
fleet, as well as the old live-aboards. ... Chen 
Is right next to the transient dock, and I 
have seen cruisers from all over the world 
spend a night or two and fall under the 
spell of the Santa Barbara coastline." This 
haven of tranquility is located just 90 miles 
from the husde and busde of Los Angeles, 
yet there are festivals, the famous sidewalk 
art sales, whale watching, kayaking, 
mountain climbing and horseback riding. 
"If you can diink of it, you can find it in 
Santa Barbara,"' Scheer promises. For 
good places to eat and drink in the harbor, 
she recommends world-famous Endless 
Summer Bar Cafe and Brophv Bros. 

Roughly 2.~> miles offshore, the Channel 
Islands National Marine Sanctuaiy 
(34°9'32.74"N U9°13'25.25"W) await. 
Five of diese islands — Anacapa, Santa 
Cruz, Santa Rosa, San Miguel and Santa 
Barbara make up the United States' 
lOlli national park. 'I he Santa Barbara 
Channel is a very busy shipping area, and 
die ever-shifting weather conditions can be 
challenging. There are no public moorings 
or all-weather anchorages around the 



islands, and Santa Rosa and San Miguel 
islands often have strong winds. Park 
authorities recommend that one person 
stav on board the boat at all times. Thai 
said, these islands are absolutely stunning 
and well worth the trip. They're under 
strict ecological protection, so you'll need 
a permit to land. For more information on 
the various islands and park procedures, 
visit unviu nps.gov/ chis. 

Wind down your diree-day weekend 
with a trip back to shore and Oxnard's 
Channel Island Harbor. Oxnard 
(34°9'32.74"N 1 19°I3'25.25 , 'W) is a laid- 
back beach town that's a popular weekend 
getaway for Los Angelenos and home to 
the California Slrawbeny Festival. Check 
out the Carnegie Art Museum; lake a wine, 
chocolate and cheese tour; or just try die 
popular Fishermen's Catch restaurant that 
overlooks the channel. 

For all of these trips, preparation 
is not only key, but half the fun. Flan 
your course, check the weather, make 
sure your boat is ready, and file a float 
plan. Then turn oil your cell phone 
and watch three days of decompression 
work their magic. □

THE PRINCESS V62 LOOKS BUTTONED UP BUT 
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KNOWS HOW TO LET LOOSE. BY JAY COYLE 



I'll admit up front that I have been a fan of Princess since my first 
opportunity to sea-trial one of its boats more than a dozen years 
ago. I like I he way the Brits fuss over technical detail and admire 
the English reserve that seems to prevent them from buggering 
their designs with silly paint schemes and Havor-of-the-day styling 
gimmicks. This purity of purpose is why the builder's V-Class 
yachts appeal to me. The designs are whal we once referred to 
here in the colonies as "express cruisers." As I inspected the V62 
it occurred to me just how far this breed of boat has evolved. 

The V62 is one of nine express-style yachts Princess offers 
from 39 to 85 feet. The express cruiser timeline gained traction 
in (lie United Stales in the 1970s as young families gravitated 
to 20-something (foot) family weekenders. By the 1980s, fans of 
the breed had aged a bit and migrated upward to 40 feet. When 
European builders established a beachhead in the Americas 
in die 1990s, a flood of larger express boats followed. At first, 
translation was difficult. European yachtsmen rarely spent the 
night aboard or cared to visit the engine room. Crew were 
packed into closetlike quarters. Today, European builders and 
American yachtsmen have adapted. 

While the "bigger is better"' mantra has been the rule for a 
decade, some supersize designs look awkward. This is not the case 
for an express yacht in the 60-foot class. To my eye this measure 
is something of a sweet spot for those who wish to cruise with 
friends and family Others seem to agree, says James Nobel, vice 
president of Viking Sport Cruisers, the Princess distributor in the 
Americas and the Caribbean. "We are seeing folks with larger 
motoiyachts moving down and folks with smaller expresses that 
would have typically moved up to flybridge boats take a serious 




look at larger expresses ■ all are looking to optimize time on 
the water." 

The V62 is fashionable but she has not been compromised 
by the stylist's pen. Her lines are pleasantly uncluttered and 
incorporate the simple shapes and sensible styling cues that are 
common to the line. Her sheer is relatively straight from stem to 
amidships and then slopes aft. This seems the fashion these days, 
and while it sometimes appears droopy to my eye, that's not the 
case with the V62. The look is not overdone and balances nicelv 
with her deck line and the sweep of her windscreen and arch - 
she's a good-looking boat. 

Her exterior cockpit has a seating area and a table opposite 
a wet bar with a refrigerated drink box and an electric grill. A 
sun pad aft covers the tender garage, which can accommodate 
an 1 1-foot rigid-bottom inflatable. Stairs lead aft to a hydraulic

platform, which can be fitted widi a cradle for a PWC. A 
sliding door/bulkhead opens the exterior cockpit area to the 
air-conditioned bridge. A seating area faces a Hal-panel TV 
on a lift that's hidden in the cabinetwork. Adjustable helm and 
companion seats face a dash that accommodates a single large 
display and a handful of smaller electronics. This might seem 
tight to navigation nerds, but it's fine by me, as is the analog 
instrument cluster, which Nobel suggests was inspired by Aston 
Martin. Overhead, a glass-paneled section of the roof retracts 
widi a push of a button — a convertible — nice! 

Stairs lead belowdecks to the salon/galley area, and the open 
design is illuminated by natural lighting from die windshield 
above. A settee and stools can accommodate six for dining. A 
stair leads aft to the master stateroom, where windows in die 
hull side brighten the full-beam space. With a king-size berth, 
a settee, a vanity and a private head, those moving over from a 
motoryacht will find little compromise here! A guest stateroom 
forward has a queen island berdi and private access to die second 
head. Another guest stateroom has two single berths, and while 
it is a bit tight, it would be ideal for kids. A redesign of this space 
as an office for the first V62 customer in the United States is

now available as an option. Cherry, light oak or walnut joinery in 
gloss or satin finish are offered. 

A hatch in the exterior cockpit sole and a vertical ladder 
allow access to the engine room and machinery space. There is 
headroom and an area for moving about on the centerline, but 
as is typical of the breed, wing tanks and the tender garage make 
other spots a bit tight. There is additional access via a hatch in 
the engine room's after bulkhead, which leads to the la/arette 

it's big enough to wiggle through. A Euro-style crew cave in 
the lazarette area is offered; however, I feel this option isn't very 
practical since interior panels would need to be removed for 
access to the lazarette. I suggest keeping it simple and using die 
Space for stowing cruising supplies and water toys. Nobel expects 
that this will be the choice of most U.S. vachtsmen. 

Princess lias six production facilities totaling 1 million 
square feet in Plymouth, England. Like her sisters 1 , the V62*s 
design was tweaked with a full-M/e mock-up and approved for 
production by the company's 46-year-old founder and executive 
chairman, David King. Molding is completed in a dedicated 
area, as are electrical and mechanical subassemblies and interior 
joinery modules. These components are fed to stations where 
JIT (just-in-timc) assembly techniques are employed by teams 
of craftsmen dedicated to the completion of individual boats. 
The V62's hull bottom is a solid resin-infused laminate with 
stitched multidirectional fiberglass reinforcement. A network of 




Princess plans a less complicated joystick control. 

While many manufacturers have jumped aboard the pod 
propulsion bandwagon, Princess has embraced a less in- 
vasive approach to enhancing its fleets control systems. 
"We experimented with pods and we just didn't see an 
advantage when we compared their performance to con- 
ventional systems," Nobel says. "The starting point for us 
has always been a properly balanced boat that handles 
well — we feel we've got that" Still, industry promotion 
and the market's fascination with pods has moved Prin- 
cess beyond this. "After really drilling down, we found our 
customers want the benefits of joystick control but don't 
really care what's going on underwater." Princess has been 
working with vendors to develop joystick controls that will 
accomplish the desired result without adding significant 
complication and expense. "While pod systems may be 
easier to deal with from a builder's point of view, they cost 
the customer more money up front and down the road 
in terms of maintenance," Nobel says. "We believe that 
properly designed propulsion systems, variable-speed 
thrusters and joystick control can deliver boat-handling 
confidence without the headaches."

closely spaced fiberglass stringers and web frames provides 
support. Marine plywood structural bulkheads are secured 
with fiberglass tabbing and mechanical fasteners. The V62's 
topsides, superstructure and decks are cored with closed-cell 
foam. Topsides arc offered in white, midnight blue or steel-gray 
gelcoat. Fit and finish inside and out are excellent. 

We conducted our sea trial aboard the V62 in three- to four- 
foot seas and light winds off Palm Beach, Florida. Our test boat 
was fitted with 1 , 1 50-horsepower Caterpillar C 1 8 As. Like all 



Princess yachts I have sea-trialed, die 
V62 is a delight to drive. I cannot think 
of another yacht of her size and type 
that is as responsive she handles like 
a sports car when "cornering" 1 at high speed. This is a credit to 
her designer, Bernard Olesinski, who has penned all of Princess" 
current line. She gets up and goes without a fuss, and I measured 
a top speed of 35.3 knots. At 2100 rprn I recorded a speed of 
31.8 knots on die GPS and a fuel burn of 92 gallons per hour 
on the Cat electronics. Her quiet ride at speed is worthy of note. 
Deep pockets allow for a draft of just 3 feet 8 inches ideal 
for cruising the Bahamas. The standard twin 1,015-horsepower 
Caterpillar C 1 8s will save you about $40,000 and cost you a knol 
at cruise. Nobel says most buyers opt for the upgrade. 

While some European builders have made little effort in 
translation. Princess' 1 hands-on management and its 16-year 
relationship with Viking Sport Cruisers has paid dividends. 
Though there are still more V-series yachts wandering the 
Med than U.S. waters, the balance may soon change. Designs 
like the V62 speak a language performance-minded American 
yachtsmen will understand. □

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MMUNITIES OF PARIS — r - 
E GRAY WINTERS AND THE OCCASIONAL FLOOD 
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The romance of Paris is so well known that it's passed common 
knowledge and entered the kingdom of extreme cliche. I am 
almost embarrassed to be as charmed by the City of Lights as 
I am. And yet, I cannot resist the effortless style of Parisians, 
the brasserie windows full of lovingly arranged iced shellfish, 
the sight of bicyclists wielding baguettes, the simple majesty of 
the Tuileries, the ancient streets of Le Marais, the flea market 
at Clignancourt and a hundred other facts of ordinary life in 
this lovely city. When I slip into one of my Walter Mittyesquc 
trances about living in Paris, however, the piece de resistance, for 
me, is the idea of living aboard along the Seine. On my last trip 
to Paris, T decided Fd get a more realistic view of what living 
a board here is like. 

I met Ahab Downer aboard Paros, a 100-foot peniche (cargo 
barge) that's more than a century old and was originally used to 
commercially transport coal, mail, wine, beer and grain. Living 
aboard is a family affair for the Downers Ahab\s father has 
a beautiful Dutch barge, Adriana, on the same quay as Paros, a 
French barge that belongs to Ahab's mother. Port de Suffren, 
where they're tied up, is a stretch of the Seine near the Bir- 
Hakeim metro station, which means that in addition to a lovely 
view of the river and the Beaux Arts architecture of Passy, they 
have the Eiffel Tower looming above their starboard bow. It s 
simply ridiculous and, I immediately realized, unlikely to deflate 
my fantasies one little bit. 

Downer families have been living aboard in Paris since 1980, 
and Paros has most recently been home to Ahab, his wife and 
their two small children. Ahab says there are fewer than 150 live- 
aboard boats in Paris. Just about the only way to get one of diese 
coveted spots is to buy a boat that already has one otherwise 
there is a very, very long waiting list. The mooring fee for a boat 
of Paws 9 size is about €1,000 per month, which is, of course, 
impossibly cheap for a home of this size and space in Paris. 

The pros of life aboard in Paris are undeniable. "The Seine 
creates an open space, not unlike a park," says Ahab. "There 



are no buildings, no people milling about, nothing to block the 
view; the sky; the sun . . . the feeling of open space is a big plus." 
Another benefit is the famous Parisian light reflected oif the 
river. And, of course, should you ever tire of this stunning view, 
your home can move. 

Allah's father cruised Adriana through die canals of Burgundy 
during his first full summer aboard and he still tosses off the 
lines occasionally. Many of the live-aboard boats along the Seine 
don't move at all thev are decorated with flowers, shrubs 
even small trees - deck furniture, bicycles, grills. But there are 
many peniehes that still look shipshape and ready to cruise. 

I can imagine the dilemma. While exploring the canals and 
rivers of France wouh 1 be hard to resist — they're extensive enough 
to provide years of cruising leaving Paris would be nearly 
impossible. And as with any good neighborhood, there's a real sense 
of community among the live-aboards. They keep an eye on each 
Other's barges in bad weadier or when someone goes away for die 
weekend; they host parties and barbecues in the summer months; 
they are friends and neighbors and — - in Ahab's case - family 

Of course, there are some drawbacks to the situation. The 
traffic on the river is steady, and at times the passing lights 
of the highly decorated bateaux mouches full of tourists can be 
annoying. There are occasionally drunk and uninvited guests 
who have to be chased off the deck of Paros, Ahab admits. 
There's no super to call when things go wrong, and this is, 
after all, a boat, with the more complex electrical, tankage 
and other maintenance issues we all know and love. And then 
there are those famously long, gray winters in Paris and the 
occasional flood. 

'*Wt had to take a boat from our boat to reach the quay!" says 
Ahab of last year's flood. 

Four hundred eighty-two miles long, the Seine rises from Saint- 
Seine near Dijon and empties into the English Channel at I*' 
Havre. More than half of its lengdi is navigable by commercial 
boats, though seagoing vessels can come only as far as Rouen,

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about 75 miles upriver from the channel. This tidal section of the 
Seine Maritime is follow ed by a canal with four large locks leading 
to die mouth of the Oise River at ConHans-Saintc-Honorine. 
Multiple locks at Bougival/Chatou and Surcsnes lift vessels to 
the level of the Seine in Paris, where it meets the Maine River. 
(The Paris stretch has 37 bridges!) The average depth of die Seine, 
which is dredged and controlled by locks. is about 31 feet, and 
the current can be brisk. Upstream from Paris eight locks allow 
navigation to meet Monlereau-Faull-Yonne. From here, larger 
ships can continue upstream to Nogent-sur-Seine. After this point, 
die waterway is navigable only by small vessels, and all navigation 
of the river ends completely at Marcilly-sur-Seine. 

Of course, not all die Paris moorings, long-term or transient, 
are along the banks of the Seine. The Port de Plaisance de Paris- 
Arsenal is probably the best known mooring for visiting private 
vessels. The north end of the marina is wonderfully located at the 
foot of the Place de la Bastille. The Bassin de la Villetle, in the 19th 
arrondissement, links die Canal de POuirq to the Canal Saint- 
Martin. Or for a really cenu al mooring (on die Seine) diat reminds 
you every clay thatjwif'ffl on a boaf, in Pairs/ there arc sought-after 
transient spots available in front of the Grand Palais and Place de la 
Concorde, at the eastern end of the Champs Rlysees.

I know I have a tendency to romanticize the possibilities of life 
abroad — especially life aboard a boat. But I should have known 
that no one out-romances Paris. Imbecik!^ 
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have known John Bayliss since his days as a first-rate 
tournament skipper, and having served as an angler in his 
cockpit, T can tell you that he sweats the details — type 
triple-A! Like many good fish-boat skippers he migrated 
from commercial fishing to a charter boat and then to the 
helm of a tournament boat. As a few of the very best have 
done, he banked his knowledge of fishing and the sea and 
draws on it to build custom tournament boats. This Ls where 
tradition ends, however, because Bayliss Ls one of a new 
bi eecl of North Carolina boatbuilders and a recent launch, 
Una Mas, is one of a new breed of Carolina boats. 
There have always been boats to build on the Outer Banks 
of North Carolina. Small fishing communities like Wanche.se 
and Harkers Island still seem frozen in time, since major 
airports and Interstate 95 are inconvenient. Until the boom in 
tournament boats, die local focus was simple: stout boats built 
for the commercial and charter fishing trades. The boats that 
were built for recreational anglers remained genetically simple 
working designs, strip-planked and framed with juniper. By the 
1980s builders began adding an exterior layer of plywood and 
fiberglass to "stiffen and fair things up." A so-called charter finish 
was typically hand-brushed, and there might still be a bit of bark 
left on the frames. 

Soudi Florida tourmiment-boat builders came from humble 
beginnings as well but were jump-started by wealthy iinglers who 
vacationed in the area. The zen of modern tournamcnt-boat building 
Was born in the 1950s at Rybovich & Sons Boat Works in Palm 
Beach. By the 1980s most charter skippers in south Florida couldnl 
afford the boats they had inspired. Skippers in hodi Florida and 
North Carolina began to enlist in the growing fleet of private boats, 
and the modern tournament 
fishing boat was Ixirn. What 
had once been a regional sport 
expanded to the Bahamas and 
beyond. Bayliss gave up his 
charter boat in 1997 to run 
several tournament boats for 
production-boat companies. 

Bayliss' creations are not 
defined so much by regional 
habit as by experience on 
the tournament circuit. Una 
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TEST CONDITIONS: Speeds were 
measured by GPS off Palm Beach, 
Florida, in a two- to five-foot seas and 
10 to 15 knot winds, with a Vz load 
of fuel and a Vz load of water, and 
four people onboard. Fuel consump- 
tion was calculated by the electronic 
engine-monitoring system. Sound lev- 
els were measured at the helm. 




Mas is Bayliss' lldi boat since he came ashore to launch his 
boatbuilding business in 2002. From the start, Bayliss has worked 
with Florida-based naval architect Robert UUberg. "I drew the first 
boat on my kitchen table and drove to Florida to sort her out with 
Robert,' 1 Bayliss said. Today, sketches migrate to the computer 
and are modeled in 3-D. New hull designs are tank-tested, and 
once things are locked in, lull-size patterns are cut by computer. 
Gone are the days when a builder ''set up" a boat working from a 
rough pencil sketch and shaped by eye on the shop floor. 

YVliile die products of* builders with long histoiies tend to evolve, 
Bayliss started with a fresh piece of paper. Una Mas is indeed a 
hybrid and defies even the expert eye attempting to pigeonhole her 
Carolina heritage. She lacks the distinctive regional features of heavy 
tumblehome and strong flam or, as locals prefer, Carolina Flare. The 
complicated compound curves of her deckhouse and bridge are a 
far cry from the practical charter boats of die past, where ease of 
construction led to slab-sidcdness and radii defined by old coflee Gins. 
The final product is a strikingly lieautiful design that is built with a 
respect for purpose and tradition but is dioroughly modern. 

While you may still find die beginnings of a strip-plank boat 
poking out of a shed, boatbuilding on the Outer Banks has matured 
and most builders are working in cold-molded wood or foam-core 
fiberglass. Bayliss prefers wood, because he believes it offers die most 
strength for a given weight. With the performance that tournament 
boats are capable of and the competitive nature of captains, Bayliss 
points out, die challenge is to keep diings together. ''Our boats 
arc like our kids. ... I don't want any phone calls in die middle of 
the night."' As for the mythical ability of wood in terms of raising 
fish: "Wood is good but the captain, mate and angler still make the 
difference," says Bayliss with a competitive grin. 

Instead of a repurposed steel building in a landlocked 

industrial park, Bayliss built a first- 
class construction facility and service 
yard on the waterfront on the southern 
tip of Roanoke Island in Wanchese. 
Bayliss has 20,000 square feet under 
cover, which includes a wood shop, 
a machine shop and a construction 
bay that can accommodate four boats 
as large as 80 feet. It's a modern 
approach to an old-school custom

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Armed with a bank 
loan, John Bayliss 
bought his first fish 
boat in 1977 and went 
to work on the water. 
After five years in the 
commercial and char- 
ter fishing trade, Bay- 
liss was ready to move 
up and commissioned 
Ricky Scarborough 
to build the 47-foot 
Tar Heel. He sold her 
after fishing her for 
1 1 years and had lost 

track of her until recently. "A fellow called and asked me 
if I'd heard of an old Scarborough originally named Tar 
Heel — he wanted to buy her. I said wait a minute, that 
was my boat!" As it turned out, Bayliss bought her. "She 
was rough. ... I'm in the business — I should have known 
better!" She took 12 months to restore, which Bayliss 
points out is six months longer than it took Scarborough 
to build her. I took a look at Tar Heel with John just a 
few weeks after her rechristening. Ricky Scarborough, 
now retired, attended the event. John and his son had 
already fished her in a tournament. She is a jewel box, 
and with her single 1,000 hp, C18 Caterpillar she can 
cruise at 27 knots. "I got a little carried away with her 
restoration," admits John — understandable given the 
man and his passion for the sport. 



boatbuilding model, Bayliss explains. "The economics work, 
so we can shift labor to where it's needed, which helps keep 
continuity in our workforce - - a lot of our craftsmen have been 
here fr< nn the beginning/' 

Uno Mas was built on a disposable jig. Her hull is diagonally 
planked okoume plywood that is epoxy-glued and screwed three 
layers on her bottom and two on her lopsides. Internal support is 
provided by laminated fir longitudinal stringers and three-inch-diick 
okoume/foam sandwich bulkheads and web frames. The complex 
shape of her house and flybridge are crafted with an okoume/foam 
sandwich as well- 
interior and exterior surfaces are covered with fiberglass and 
epoxy and finished with a linear polyurethane coating. Interior 
nonstructural components are finished in veneer over foam 
coring. The net result is a strong, lightweight structure Una 
Mas weighs in at 85,000 pounds (dry). 

As is standard practice in the building of tournament boats, 
Uno Mas' machinery spaces and la/are tie are faired and finished, 
pumps and valves are painted and stainless steel is polished. 
During our sea trial, her two 1 ,925-horsepower Caterpillar C32s 
delivered a top speed of 40.7 knots. These arc the numbers 
competitive captains and anglers are looking for. "We make 
conservative performance predictions," Bayliss says. "You don't 
have to apologize for building a boat that's too fast." 

Uno Mas is the most sophisticated boat Bayliss has ever launched. 
"The owner really wanted something special and I suppose I did 
too,*' Bayliss admits. "We can build a darn nice tournament boat 
die same size with 20 percent less man-hours." If die goal was to 
prove a point with Uno Mas, John Bayliss has, and in doing so he 
lias raised die regional bar. He approaches boatbuilding with the 
same passion with which he fishes — type triple-A! □

RESCUES THE BEETLE CAT FROM THE BRINK OF EXTINCTION 

J 
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sailed a Beetle Cat for the first time in 1999 on the Mystic 
River in Mystic, Connecticut. It was one of the Seaport 
Museum's livery Heel and in fine condition. Sharon Brown, 
at die time enthusiastic keeper of die Mystic Boadiouse, 
showed me the ropes one halyard for the throat of the 
gaff and one halyard for the peak. She told me to hoist the 
sail by lugging both halyards simultaneously until the throat 
reached maximum hoist, belay diat halyard, continue 
raising the peak until all the wrinkles flattened, and then 
belay that halyard. After a few words about minding the 
traffic on the river, Brown sent me on my way. 

Alight breeze moved the little hot tub of a boat at a hypnotic 
pace as I lounged on the floorboards in her massive cockpit, one 
hand on the tiller and my free arm draped over the coaming. Yes, a 
12-by-6-fool calboat has a massive cockpit, and aboard the Beetle, 
it feels even larger, because the boat doesn't have benches. This little 
yacht w;ls so stable, especially in the light air I experienced, that 1 
stayed on the same side of the cockpit for every tack. I might have 
dozed off, but Brown's warning about the small-boat traffic and the 
gentle pressure of weather helm kept my attention. 

John H. Beetle designed die Beetle Cat in 1920. His father, 
James Beetle, had founded die Beede Boat Co. in the 19th century 
to make whaleboats for the thriving whaling industry in New- 
Bedford, Massachusetts. Jolm Beede respected the many wholesome 
characteristics of the Cape Cod catboats and thought a small 
claysailcr based on die workboat model would make a perfect boat 
for the children in the family His design had the single galT sail, 
shallow draft, centerboard and barn-door rudder of her ancestors. 
Her performance in die first season afloat impressed the locals, and 
orders for the model followed. By 1921, the Beede Boat Co. put die 
1 2-foot calboat into production, employing die assembly line method 
diat allowed die shop to build a 29-foot whaleboat in 18 hours. 

After die Beedes established the design of a boat, they made 
a pattern for each stock pan, and then using these patterns, they 
cut the parts, labeled them and placed them at the appropriate 
locations along ilie assembly line. They built the lapstrake 
whaleboats upside down over male molds, installing the steam- 
bent ribs after the hull had been planked. This method, adapted 
to the carvel construction of the Beede Cat, allowed the company 
to keep the price widiiii reach of the average enthusiast.

Among the many workboat designs adapted to recreationa 
use, the Cape Cod catboat has the strongest personality. 
The big ones, longer than 20 feet, intimidate me, especially 
the traditionally built wooden examples. I remember pad- 
dling my kayak in close proximity to a 25-footer at Brewers 
in Essex, Connecticut, and looking up at her imposing bow. 
I pictured her bearing down on me in twilight, her elliptical 
portlights glowing pale yellow from an oil lamp swinging in 
the salon, the single gaff sail, like a monstrous bat's wing, 
driving her onward as though she were a hideous character 
from Lord of the Rings. Her mast could have done duty as a 
short utility pole, and her boom, thick as a wrestler's thigh, 
extended way too far beyond the transom. The thought of 
reefing that sail sent a shiver racing down my spine. 



Horace S. Crosby, a boatbuilder in Osterville, Massachusetts, 
constructed the first Cape Cod catboat in 1860, and he fashioned 
her to deal with the big seas, strong currents and shoals inherent to 
waters off Chatham, Hyannis, Osterville and Falmouth. Crosby 
gave his working catboats high bow sections, which contribute to 
the graceful sweep of die sheer line. More important, though, 
the bow helped support the mast, which sits so far forward that 
the shrouds and forestay don't have the best of staying angles. 
Substantial freeboard forward also prevents solid water from 
shipping aboard. Although the low freeboard aft complements 
the sheer, its main reason for being is to ease the handling of lines 
and traps. Same for the catboat's generous beam: It enhances 
form stability, so the crew may work without fear of being pitched 
out of the boat. Even aboard the tiny Beetle Cat, a person of 
average size standing on the side deck heels die boat only a few 
degrees. The huge single sail made the catboat easy to handle, 
allowing a fisherman to work alone, though he typically carried 
a mate. On die downside, that sail became unmanageable in a 
blow; so the crew had to watch the weather and reef before the 
wind increased and the seas built. 

Racing has been part of the Cape Cod catboats life since the 
beginning. The late Howard I. Chapelle in his book American Small 
Sailing Craft (WAV. Norton & Co. Inc.) writes: " ... the crews of 
the boats consisted of no more than two men, ;uid the boats were 
Faced to market In other words, shoal draft, speed, seaworthiness, 
weadierliness, handiness ... were necessary features of design." 
Later in the chapter, he tells us that racing, which caused the rigs to 
grow in size and the boats to become truculent, compromised the 
catboat's wholesomeness, tarnishing its reputation. The Beetle Cat's 
reputation isn't in any danger of being sullied, because John Beetle

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designed it to be as well balanced and -safe as the type permits. 

Some sources reckon that more than 4,000 Beetle Cats 
populate the world and that most of them live along the East 
Coast from Maine to New Jersey I seldom argue with "sources," 
and I've seen enough of these charming 12-footers during my 
travels to accept the veracity of this figure. Every time I see a 
Beetle Cat under sail or dancing around its mooring ball, I want 
one. They are downright lovable die plumb stem and proud 
bow like the "pug-nosed dream" in the tune "Polka Dots and 
Moonbeams." Sailing one simply increases my desire. 

Bill Womack, the 68-year-old CEO of Beetle Inc. and an 
energetic fireplug of a man, treated me to my second sail aboard 
a Beede, diis time on Buzzards Bay off Wareham, Massachusetts. 
Very light air, the occasional sprinkle of nun and the threat of 
a thunderstorm from the west urged us to abandon the outing, 
but the occasional puff teased us into chasing even* patch of cat's 



paws we saw. In spite of its two-to-one beam/length ratio, die 
Beede Cat doesn't have very much wetted surface area relative 
to the power of its 100-square-foot galT sail. The Beetle ghosted 
along rather nicely another characteristic diat endeared catboats 
to the working w atermen of Cape Cod before the advent of small 
internal combustion engines. 

Beetle Inc., now located in an industrial park in Wareham rather 
than the waterfront, is the fourth incarnation of the company. 
John Beede died in 1928, leaving his daughter, Ruth, to assume 
management of the Beede Boat Co. She oversaw the company's 
transition from building whaleboats to Beetle Cats, which 
continued until World War II interrupted production. After the 
war, Ruths brother, Cad, became interested in the development 
of fibcr-rcinforced plastic as a boatbuilding material, and he 
transferred the rights and tide of the catboat to the Concordia Co. 
of South Dartmouth, Massachusetts ~* ushering in the era of Leo

J. Telesmanick, the legendary craftsman who 
ran the Beetle shop at Concordia. 

Although the Concordia Co. changed 
hands twice during Telesmanick's tenure, 
which lasted until 1983, the Beetle Cat 
division remained part of the package until 
Charlie York bought it in 1993. He ran the 
operation until 2003 but couldn't keep up 
with the demand for new boats, off-season 
storage and repairs. That's when Womack 
bought Beetle Inc. 

Womack is a civil engineer. Although he 
was born and raised in Alabama, he can 
trace his roots to the Mayflowers landing at 
Plymouth Rock. During the 1950s, he visited 
Cape Cod with his parents and remembers 
seeing Beetle Cats everywhere. After earning 
his degree from Georgia Tech, he spent four years in the Navy, 
some of that in Vietnam working with SEAL teams. 

tl \ got out of the Navy in 1970/' lie said, "and Fve been building 
highways and bridges ever since." He worked for die Perini Corp. out 
of its office in Framingham, Massachusetts. In 1998, he abandoned 
die corporate world and began a consulting business, which he 
continues to run. "This boatbuilding thing is a whole other .story." 

In 2002, Womack commissioned Charlie York to build a new 
Beede for him, and by die spring of 2003, it still wasn't finished. 
Womack told York that he was going to pick up the boat, done 
or not, and during the course of (heir conversation at die shop, 
York said diat, for die right money, Womack could buy die whole 
operation. Boat in tow, Womack headed for home. 

"I was 1 0 minutes up the road," Womack said. "I called him, and it's 
die only time in six months he answered die damn phone." Womack 
returned to die shop, and widiin 15 minutes he and York made a 
handshake deal. Under York's management, Beede Inc. built three 
or four boats a year, stored maybe 25, and grossed about $150,000 
annually. Since Womack has been CEO, die company stores 180 
boats, builds 10 to 12 new ones annually and has a diriving business 




in repair; The crew also has built an Alerion, a 
28-foot Hanley eathoat, a Beede Cat 14 and a 
healthy number of Hat-bottom skiffs. Gross 
earnings have reached about SI million annually. 
"Every penny we're making, we're putting right 
back into die business," Womack said. 

Beetle Inc. is a genuine production shop, 
building catboats the way the original 
Beetle Boat Co. did. "If we're handcrafting 
everything from scratch," Womack said, 
"nobody could buy one." The shop makes all 
of the parts early in the fall and starts building 
boats right after Thanksgiving. "We'll work 
eight to 10 weeks and put 12 boats togedier," 
Womack said. "It takes five or six weeks to get 
them through finish." 

At the Leo J. Telesmanick Championship 
Regatta, run out of the Weekapaug Yacht Club in Westerly, 
Rhode Island, diis past August, I spoke with one woman who 
lived within sight of the race course and had been watching 
Beetles for years. She longed to have a boa I of her own, and when 
the youngest of her children entered adulthood, she bought a 
Beede. She raced die regatta with her teenage daughter. One 
of Beetle Inc.'s customers bought his seventh catboat when he 
was 91. He'd courted his wife in a Beetle prior to World War II, 
where he was a hero in the Pacific theater. 

Beede Cats are so appealing that diey have a life of their 
own. The International Yacht Restoration School {ivmmiyrs.org) 
in Newport, Rhode Island, restores a handful of Beetles every 
year, buying parts from Beetle Inc. The New England Beede Cat 
Boat Association (www. beet heat, org) provides owners and would- 
be owners a place to get advice and make contact with other 
enthusiasts. Now that Womack and his band of craftsmen have 
the reins at Beetle Inc., the class has a bright future. 

"I don't really own diis boat shop," Womack said. "I'm die 
caretaker of this boat." □

can include a depression and a world war in their histories. 
There arc even fewer in which the founding family has 
managed lo keep sawing wood throughout. In fact, 
only one comes to my mind Huckins Yacht. How Is 
this possible given the fragile economy of boatbuilding? 
Cindy l\ircell will tell you it's all about family and her 
grandfather, the yard's founder, Frank Pembroke Huckins. 

The title of Huckins 1 memoir, Boats and Women: 
The History of My Life, offers a sense of the man's wit. 
"Granddaddy tended to \say it like it was' before it was 
the fashion. " said Purcell, who now runs the yard with 
her husband. Buddy It was his persistence, however, that 
served him best. It took die patina of two marriages before 
he met his match and several successes and failures in 
business before he focused on his life's passion boats. 

Horn in easl Boston in lfS86, Huckins credited his 
father (a lumberyard owner) for his business instinct 
and his mother for his creativity. Huckins claimed that 
he pedaled his lathe "several times around the world" 
and that neighborhood kids wondered what u Huck the 
cellar boy" was up to. Huckins built a rowboat at age 12 
and by age 15 was operating what he described as "a 
water taxi service for the lovelorn." 1 One of his creations, 
a small brass cannon, almost caused his expulsion from

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Harvard. "Granddaddy fired the cannon from his dorm room 
window and it Hew out, just missing his professor on the street 
below,"' Purcell explained. 

Huckins was a lackluster student; however, his mechanical 
ability impressed professor Lionel S. Marks, autiior of r ITie 
Mechanical Engineer 's Manual the bible of the breed. Huckins 
credited Marks with teaching him die skills to imagine, research 
and create. Huckins left school to work in the lumberyard for a 
dollar a day; and when his father passed away he took charge - - he 
was just 20. After selling the family business, Huckins cruised a 38- 
II »ot displacement design he had built to Florida, where he invested 
in a lumber mill that became home to the Florida Fairform Finish 
— precursor to his Fairform Flyer yacht brand. 

By 1927 the Florida land boom was bust, as was Huckins. 
When all seemed lost, Huckins married the love of his life, Betty 
Archibald, and set his mind to boats. With borrowed money he 
launched his boatbuilding business in 1928 and acted on his 
dream to design and build a seagoing planing boat. Huckins' 
avant-garde approach to boatbuilding was clear from the start. 
Instead of a traditional multipiece keel 
with a separate stem timber, all were 
laminated as one. Copper rivets secured 
single-planked topsides and double 
diagonal bottoms. Hull No. 1 measured 
42 feet and was completed in July 1928. 
She cruised at 20 knots with a pair of 
125-horsepower gasoline engines.

Granddaddy didn't care for brightwork 



Huckins skippered his new boat to New England lo display the 
yard's capabilities. When tire magnate David M. Goodrich saw her, 
he addressed Huckins directly. <c Young man, 1 understand that you 
build an excellent boat. ... We have mutual friends to whom I have 
talked and 1 would like you to build me a boat." Goodrich bought 
Hull No. 1 for $15,000 and became a good customer. A booth at 
die 1929 New York Boat Show yielded six orders, and to keep pace. 
Huckins developed a modular approach to construction. 

The stock market crash cost Huckins several contracts, and 
he spent hours at the drawing board figuring out ways to make 
his boats more affordable. The first were simply smaller designs 
(a 25-footer for $2,000) but he sought economy in larger boats 
as well. Engines were mounted on I-beams supported by the 
engine room bulkheads, and Huckins experimented with a belt 
driven V-drive. Innovations like these improved performance 
and simplified construction. Huckins melded his methods into a 
standard the yard would follow for the next two decades. 

When Huckins built you a boat there was litde give-and-take 



hulls were gray, superstructures were blue, and the interiors 
were cream. "Granddaddy didn't care for brightwork — he 
wanted his boats to be used ... not worked on." Huckins was also 
aware of the negative effect excess weight had on performance. 
"Granddaddy felt his boats came with everydiing you needed 
you put your feet in the boat and got under way," said Purcell, 
w ho remembers Huckins hanging out his office window, chiding 
customers with a bullhorn for overprovisioning their boats. 
"Even though he was irascible, his customers loved him." 

By the 1950s Huckins had moved lo its current location on the 
Ortega River in Jacksonville, Florida, but die future of the family 
business was in doubt. Huckins" son, Pembroke, had tried to work 
with his father but the two never sorted out a relationship. It would 
be Huckins' stepson, the late Ken Archibald (PurceHs father), who 
carried the torch through the 1960s and 1970s. When Huckins 
passed away in 195 1 , George Pillsbury (who had helped build hull 
No. 1) managed the shop, and Ray Teller guarded the secrets of 
the Quadraconic hull form, developed by Bob Steward, whom 
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Frank Huckins felt the Navy took him for a ride. 

In 1 940 the Navy was fed up with its fledgling PT program, 
since the boats were pounding themselves to pieces. 
When Frank Huckins offered to build it a proper boat, the 
Navy offered to "loan" him the engines. Huckins began 
design and construction simultaneously. "I hung over my 
drawing board to the tune of 91 hours a week until I was 
about blind, wholly crazy and my ability to absorb Scotch 
practically gone forever!" Huckins was not satisfied with 
his 72-foot PT's first sea trial. "She had the flexibility of 
front-row chorus girls and wagged her tail like Fairfa" 
(the yard dog). Huckins solved the problem with an oak 
"belly band" chine. In the Navy's competition — dubbed 
the "Plywood Derby" — Huckins' design outperformed 
the pack. He claimed to have earned $28.60 for his effort! 
Huckins was given just 18 of 511 PT boat orders, which 
inspired his "shirt letter" at war's end. In it, he suggested 
that a "miracle" seemed to occur when his innovations 
in design suddenly appeared on his competitors' boats. 
"We have played the game on the square," Huckins 
wrote. "No aunts run any cafeterias. ... No mothers-in-law 
have leased us electric drills. ... We have done our job. ... 
We are entitled to far more than we shall have made. ... 
Our shirt is now at your disposal!"

"When Buddy and I came into die picture in the 1970s, Dad, 
George and Bob were our mentors," Purcell said. When die Piurells 
took charge of die yard in me 1 980s the market was ch;uigiiig. "We 
knew we had to adapt to survive and we built die sorts of boats our 
customers asked for" Purcell said. So began the yard's evolution 
beyond Frank Huckins' singular vision of the perfect boat. One 
example, Purcell said, is Hybridges. "Granddaddy hated diem 
because he felt die)' added too much weight he called diem 
Roman chariots." Some of the yards new creations were truly 
unique. The 50-foot motoryacht Island Qtwen was outboard-powered 
while the 78-foot Princess Pat had surface drives. 

Many of these designs were based on Steward's new wide-body 
Quadraconic hull form. Steward also shepherded the yard to cored 
fibeiglass consuuetion and engineered die laigest cored fiberglass 
boat of its day - the 76-foot motoryacht Deep S/iiff launched in 1 977. 
While die yard stayed busy, it was a difficult period for die Huckins 
brand. 'If we built a traditionally styled Huckins, people didn't realize 
our consuuetion was state-of-the-art ... If we built a modern sport- 
fisher, they'd .my it wasn't really a Huckins." Purcell said. 

In 1994 the Purcells went back to the drawing board, 
refreshing a handful of classic Huckins designs. A sports-car 

nut, Purcell had noticed that small, two- 
seat, English-style cars were making a 
comeback. "It seemed people were open 
lo retro styling and we had the real deal 
buried in our files," Purcell said. The 
designs they reintroduced were a hit, 
particularly my favorite, the Atlantic 44. 

While it's pleasant to reminisce, 
Purcell will tell you dial there's really 
no such tiling as "the good old days" in 
boatbuilding the business has always 
had its ups and downs. "Granddaddy 
had to fight for customers ... So do 
we. You've got to be persistent." Frank 
Huckins summed it up best. "Anyone 
who owns a boat is only a little less crazy 
than the man who tries to build them." 
We're luckv diat craziness for boats runs 
in the Huckins and Purcell families. □

"Look at this," 

I said to no one in particular. I was alone on the dock at the 
Newport Shipyard admiring some of the yachts in the 2010 
Newport Brokerage Show. The profile looked familiar - - short 
ketch rig, springy sheer line, upright pilothouse, cambered coach 
roof and the sweetly curved stem struggling to go plumb. A 
heartbeat before 1 congratulated my power ot recall. I read the 
name board on the side of the house - William Hand. Of course. 

Capt. Joe Talbot of Midcoast Yacht Brokerage (wuw 
. midcoastyachl, com) in Camden, Maine, poked his head out of the 
pilothou.se door to say hello. 

"Permission to come aboard?" 

Talbot nodded, and by then, my colleagues were at my back, 
sighing more loudly than a 15-knot wind in the rigging. Maybe 
20 seconds after I stepped into the salon, 1 was ready to move 
aboard. Failing that, which was inevitable because she's on die 
market for $2.3 million, I w anted to write a feature story about 
this 60-foot motorsailer - - 63 feet if you count the bowsprit and 
anchor roller. Everyone agreed, so here we are a year and 
most of a day aboard William Hand later — - to share with you. 

The Hodgdon Brothers, East Boothbay; Maine, built W illiam 
Hand in 1933/1934. Her owner christened her Bluebill II, since 




she was a replacement for his first Bluebill, a 55-footer also 
designed by Hand and built by Hodgdon in 1928. 1 found the 
first Bluebill listed for sale, without a price quoted, in Hand's 
brokerage advertisement in the January 1933 issue of Yachtinc;. 

William Hand was a versatile and prolific designer who 
frequently took inspiration for his designs from workboats of 
the period, and the focus of his enthusiasm at a given time

"JIMMY" RULES! 

The 6-71 's siren song at full chat seduced generations of yachtsmen 



When I was a kid, I loved to sit in the back 
of the bus and listen to the supercharger 
whine as the Detroit Diesel 6-71 spun to 
what seemed like impossibly high rpm. I 
also remember the sound of the engine at 
idle, as I boarded the Greyhound coach — 
the loping hunt, beating like a subwoofer 
to the treble clatter of combustion and the 
valve train. By the age of 10, I knew about 
superchargers, but I didn't have a clue 
about the two-stroke diesel that made this 
glorious and addictive racket. 

Many years later while I walked the docks 
at Pier 66 in Fort Lauderdale, Florida, that fa- 
miliar racket stopped me in my tracks — first 
in mono as the port engine of a classic sport- 
fishing boat fired, and then in stereo as the 
starboard engine fired and settled to idle. 
I wanted those engines in my fantasy boat. 
Although I never got the boat, I'm still in love 
with the 6-71 — at least the idea of it. 

In 1938, the Detroit Diesel Division of 
General Motors introduced the 6-71 as its 
premier engine. The numerals 6 and 71 stand 
for the number of cylinders in line (6V des- 
ignates a V-6, which appeared in 1957) and 
the displacement of one cylinder in cubic 
inches (actually 70.93 cubic inches). Every 
engine in the 71 series had a bore of 4.25 
inches and a stroke of 5.0 inches. Tuned for 
commercial duty, it produced 165 horse- 



power. The battle-rated version made for 
the U.S. Navy developed 225 horsepower. 
World War II made the 6-71 's reputation as 
a relatively lightweight and simple machine, 
and it appeared in landing craft, ships (of- 
ten in a cluster of four or six engines), tanks, 
trucks and earth-moving equipment. Stan 
Grayson in his book Engines Afloat (www 
.devereuxbooks.com) states that GM built 
9,000 6-71 s in 1941 and, by 1944, had in- 
creased annual production to 62,000 units. 
That figure does not include the engines 
made for Gray Marine. The grand total for 
the war years was about 1 00,000 engines. 

The 6-71 makes a unique sound be- 
cause it's a two-stroke diesel. Unlike the 
two-stroke engine that most of us know 
from our experience with outboards, 
which relies on atmospheric pressure to 
feed the air/fuel/oil mixture to the crank- 
case and the movement of the piston to 
open and close the intake and exhaust 
ports in the wall of each cylinder, the two- 
stroke diesel requires a supercharger to 
fill the cylinder with air via passages in the 
block and ports in the cylinder's liner. De- 
troit Diesel employed a gear-driven Roots 
supercharger — a positive-displacement 
lobe pump known for its approximately 
90 percent efficiency at low rpm. The 
Roots blower allowed the 6-71 to develop 



maximum torque and horsepower at the 
same rpm — about 2000. 

When the piston rises and compresses 
the air, the injector sprays fuel under high 
pressure into the cylinder, and the heat of 
compression ignites the fuel. Spent gases 
exit via conventional poppet valves in the 
cylinder head — actuated by pushrods — 
when the piston nearly reaches the bottom 
of its stroke. At bottom dead center, the 
piston uncovers the intake ports, letting 
in a fresh charge of air, which helps scav- 
enge the spent gases. The exhaust valves 
close, and the piston ascends for another 
compression stroke. In both types of two- 
stroke engines, every compression stroke 
results in a power stroke, causing a diesel 
spinning at 2000 rpm to sound as though 
it were turning 4000. Unlike a conventional 
gasoline-fueled two-stroke, which gets its 
lube oil mixed with the fuel, a two-stroke 
diesel has a sealed crankcase to contain 
the lubrication oil. 

Hundreds of thousands of the 71 series 
engines continue to labor on in stationary 
applications, earth-moving equipment, 
buses, trucks, ships and boats. Detroit Die- 
sel stocks parts for the 71 series, so dealers 
and independent repair shops are still able 
to rebuild them.

determined the type of boat he designed and marketed. I ie also 
built and used boats he designed, which allowed him to evaluate 
them and make changes to subsequent yachts for his clients. 

Prior to World War I, Hand focused on V-bottom powerboats, 
which he based on the Chesapeake Hay deadrise workboals. 
After the war, schooners caught his fancy, and he studied die 
Gloucester fishing schooners for inspiration. Compared with the 
Gloucester's relatively deep forefoot and shallow keel, Hand's 
schooners have a cutaway forefoot and a deeper keel, the foot of 
which gels deeper as it goes aft. Hand avidly liked sword fishing 
and drew IWiistler, a 61 -footer, for that purpose. In fact, he 
made a successful business of fishing and every year built a new 
schooner, used her for a season and then sold her. 

His experience swordfishing taught him that the deep body 
of a schooner's hull made a steady platform for a harpooner 
and his lookout aloft, but the fishing boat didn't need the deep 
keel and large sail plan of his schooners. Although the shapely 
underbody of Hand's schooners made them easily driven and 
seakindly under sail, the motorsailers he envisioned would 
spend more time upright or at a moderate angle of heel and 
required different waterlines. He got the underbody he wanted 
by extending the waterline of the schooners, which shortened 
the overhangs. The cutaway forefoot and substantial drag of 
the schooners' keel evolved into a relatively deep forefoot and 
nearly level keel on the motorsailer. He switched the rig to 
a ketch, decreased the total sail area and relied on powerful 
Hall-Scott gasoline engines for most of the motive force. The 



smaller rig would stabilize the boats in beam seas and allow 7 the 
skipper to heave-to. 

Even at maximum speed, these hulls barely disturbed the 
water's surface the modest bow* wave dissipating long before 
it developed into a noticeable quarter wave. On the other hand, 
the slack bilges and narrow beam at the walerline allowed the 
motorsailers to roll in beam seas, especially under power with 
the sails furled. Hoisting the sails reduced the toll, but not 
significantly unless die wind blew hard enough to keep the sails 
full and drawing 

Capt. Philippe See (pronounced "say ) welcomed me aboard 
William Hand at Strouts Point Wharf Co., South Freeport, Maine, 
on a bright, warm and nearly windless morning this past August. 
Exploring a bit of Casco Bay seemed like the perfect way to get 
acquainted with the William Hand, because it's a lovely place to 
cruise and Mr. Hand was born in Pordand in 1875. 

From the Hoat to the boarding step to the wide side deck, 
climbing aboard the William Hand was easy On the other 
hand, 1 had to step over a fairly high sill and .luck through 
the height-challenged door to reach the pilothouse. That little 
bit of effort rewarded me with sights and smells of another 
era. Just as I remembered from my first visit a year before, the 
woodwork glowed like the finest U.S. Grade- A Light Amber 
maple syrup, the chrome-plated instrument bezels scattered 
spikes of reflected sunlight in every direction, and the six-spoke 
chrome-plated steering wheel still made me think of Vitruvian 
Man. The vintage instruments set into a chrome-plated panel

on the dashboard were in place when the 
current owner bought the boat. They 
may be original, or at least from the 
correct period. A vintage brass binnacle, 
housing a rebuilt compass from the 
1 930s, sits forward of ihe dashboard, and 
its height, I discovered later, let me "see'' 
the heading while I scanned the water in 
front of the bow. A taller helmsman may 

not be able to do this, because the compass probably would be 
out of his peripheral vision. 

A pair of wicker chairs beckoned from the starboard side of 
the house. I settled onto the soft cushion of the forward one 
and leafed through an album of photos from the restoration 
work. The William Hand had been rebuilt below the waterline, 
using Monel fastenings, before the current owner bought her. 
Green Marine did the remaining work at the Royal River Boat 
Yard, because Walter Green's yard didn't have the physical 
space. Workers hauled the boat and built a shed around her, 
where she lived for more than two years while work progressed. 




She received new deck beams, carlins, ribs and an entirely 
new deck, using two layers of marine plywood set in epoxy 
resin, and finished with three-quarter-inch teak, also set in 
epoxy. Epoxy mixed with graphite forms the black seams 
between the teak planks. Her laminated oak stem is new and 
so is the double-planked teak transom. About a third of the 
original planking above the waterline was in great shape and 
was retained. All of the new fastenings above the waterline are 
made of silicon bronze. Although the pilothouse was in good 
condition, the trunk cabin and a lot of the interior joinery 
required refurbishing. 
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Old wooden boats captiv ate us for a wide variety of reasons: 
Most of the structure is right there to see, reassuring us of 
l he boats' integrity; their relatively narrow beam creates a 
wonderful coziness; the general arrangement plans are logical 
and suit the boat's use; the wood absorbs sound and insulates the 
accommodations from the cold sea; and the smell of oil-b;ised 
paint and varnish always lingers, however faintly. 

The beam of William Hand is about a quarter of the 
waterline length, and the hull is deep. Descending the steps to 
the salon forward of the pilothouse took me to what seemed 
like an impossible depth. The stairs are fairly narrow and the 
pitch a bit steeper than is customary aboard modern yachts, 
but the salon surprised me. Although it's deep within the hull, 
the white tongue-and-groove overhead and ceilings reflect 
most of the natural light streaming through the portholes in 
the topsides, the deadlights along each side of the trunk cabin 
and the butterfly hatch in the overhead. All this whiteness also 
makes the best of the electric light at night. The dinette on 
the port side seems large enough to seat six at the drop-leaf 
table if you place a couple of chairs at 
the inboard side. Opposite the dinette is 
the pilot berth /settee. 

The galley, spanning the full beam 
forward of the salon and head, has 
the sink and counter on the port side, 
Norcold refrigerator/freezer on the 
centerline and stove on the starboard 
side. The cooking area is relatively tight 
and seamanlike, giving die chef a variety 
of options for bracing himself in rough 
seas. The modern appliances don't look 
out of place, I suppose, because diey're 
useful, and what good is having a lovely 
old yacht that you can't use? 

Tucked into the bow of the W illiam 
Hand, the crew's quarters are a perfect 
spot for a trio of children. The cork 
sole will withstand a lot of abuse, and 
it's naturally anti-slip. Stacked berths 
line the port side, and a single berth 
atop a couple of stowage lockers 
fills the starboard side. The kids will 
love going topside via the vertical 
ladder and raised hatch, as much as 
the professional crew of the 1930s 
probably disliked the exit. 

Keeping the crew and owners at opposite ends of the boat 
is an ancient tradition, so Hand placed the owner's stateroom 
abaft the pilothouse and the machinery space beneath it. 
Maybe at the owner's request or maybe because certain circles 
of the yachting world frowned upon co-mingling of the sexes, 
this yacht doesn't have a genuine double berth — only the 
convertible dinette in the salon, but I doubt that it's original. In 
the master, a single berth on each side nesdes hard against the 
hull, separated at the foot by a settee. 

Each berth has wide drawers under it and each berth has 
a fold-up night table at the head. Wake early on a dreary day 
at the anchorage, prop yourself on a pile of luxurious pillows 
and wait for the crew to deliver coffee and a scone. If the book 
that you'd been reading the night before beckons from the 



night table, read for an hour before giving the order to weigh 
anchor. If you wake to bright sunlight and a light breeze from 
the butterfly hatch on the centerline and the portholes adjacent 
to your berth, take coffee and a scone in the pilothouse or the 
salon. Not a minute to lose on such a fine day. 

By the time I'd exhausted my fantasy lour, See announced our 
departure by firing the Detroit Diesel 6-7 1 engine. It burst into 
life before the crankshaft completed a single full revolution (see 
"Jimmy* Rules'' on page 57). As the engine warmed, we cast off 
our lines and dien gently motored away from die float. 

Just as I had expected, die only way to fill die sails in die very 
light air was to build apparent wind under pow er, so we left diem 
furled. A pity; in part, because 1 would have enjoyed seeing what 
sort of numbers the B&G sailing instruments showed. Taking 
advantage of the motor half of the William Hand, we "husded M 
right up to hull speed and enjoyed her graceful progress 
through the calm sea. Boats of this ilk require patience from the

helmsman. She refuses to be rushed and makes sure you don't try 
to hurry through any maneuver by being stiff on the helm and 
slow to turn. Considering the 30 feet, or so, of cable between 
the wheel and the rudderpost, I'm surprised she steers at all 
widiout power assist. No matter; we weren't running a slalom or 
navigating a sea of lobster pots. 

As we closed on our place at Strouts Point Wharf, I savored 
the short time aboard and imagined what I would change. All 
of her mechanical systems are modern, save the engine, though 
the 6-71 is postwar and definitely an upgrade over the original 
gasoline engine. Power steering? Maybe, but would you add 
power steering to your restored 1933 Rolls-Royce Silver Cloud? 
I chose leaving her as she is, and I still want to move aboard. 
Now, where will I put my office? □

sely translated, it's an experience of enlightenment; 



without satori, there can be no Zen. Rather than resulting from 
a vision, an action or some other physical experience, however, 
satori suddenly comes upon a believer. It's often likened to an 
intellectual awakening, a realization of the deep meaning behind 
a person's role in the universe. 

While we won't tiy to make a connection between spiritual 
enlightenment and yacht ownership, the 164-foot Heesen 
Satori does, in an interesting way, echo that Zen tenet. Satori 
shows that luxury need not be achieved through overt action or 
ostentation. In fact, her design philosophy holds that luxury is 
far more successfully achieved when individual elements that are 
alternately simple and sophisticated come together as a whole. 

Simplicity and sophistication may seem like contradictory 
concepts, and typically they are. But not in this case. They w ere die 
strongest impressions that interior designer Remi Tessicr of Rcmi 
Tessier Design had upon meeting the owner. While the two had not 
previously worked together, the owner had seen some of the interiors 
that Tessier had created for both sailing yachts and motoiyachts. 
He was attracted to the materials and tones that Tessier chose for 
those projects. "My inspiration always comes from the nature and 
the personality of the client," Tessier says. "I developed for him 
a personal, exclusive custom interior with a mix between purity, 
elegance and sophistication in an ovcndl warm, casual atmosphere."' 
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Everywhere you look aboard Satori, the scene is serene, thanks 
to an abundance of natural colors. The designer employed 
wenge, spruce and ebony, sometimes as bleached panels, and 
other times as trim so they wouldn't be more prominent than 
the cream-colored suede, white leathers and other tones and 
textures. The highly sophisticated palladium leaf (think gold leaf, 
except using the silvery-white rare metal instead) and custom 
glasswork call some attention to themselves but also contribute 
to making the rooms as a whole feel a particular way 

A good example is the master suite. Forward on the main deck, 
it contains low furnishings, like other areas aboard, to emphasize 
the sense of space. To enhance this feeling, the owner and Tessier 
selected polished steel, palladium leaf and mirrored panels to 
reflect the sunlight streaming in through the windows. The builder 
says die materials posed a challenge, but to see die result, you'd 
never know. In combination with the natural tones of the rest of 
the room's decor, they create a soothing, sensory experience. 

As sophisticated as the decorative palette is, the open plan of the 
master suite brings back Satorfs casual nature. The arrangement is 
quite a change from Heesen's other deliveries - and most other 
builders' megayachts, whether custom or not. Rather than have 
the en suite bath, study and sleeping area as individual rooms, 
they're all visible to one another. A 46-inch TV acts as a partial 
partition between the stateroom and bath, rising from cabinetry. 
( loneealed sliding doors lake care <>f the rest. 

Another area where Safari's dual personality shines is the main 
salon. It's divided into three distinct zones. Direcdy inside die 
afterdeck doors is a chic, onyx-top bar, backlit with LEDs that 
change color to create different moods. It's also lit from underneath, 
creating an optical illusion that it floats in place. (On a related side 
note, lighting is a key element aboard Satori. All lighting is either 
recessed, so that no bulbs are visible, or it gradually changes color 
to set the atmosphere.) A circular dining area comes next, rather 
than the traditional living-room-like area, which is the farthest 
forward of die three zones. But just because the dining area looks 
like a dining area doesn't mean it is. To suit die owner's desire for 
more lounging and relaxing space, especially given the proximity 
of the bar, the table is adjustable, and lowers to become a large 
coffee table. When high style and privacy are in order, custom 
chiseled and silvered glass partitions, created by French glass artist 
Bernard Pictet, can slide into position around the table and chairs. 
They complement the palladium-leaf overhead. 

Similarly transformed from simple to sophisticated is die 
skylounge. As a customary upper salon, it features a circular coffee 
table accompanied by a large C-shape settee custom designed by 
Tessier. To more readily switch to lounge mode, the leather-clad 
settee splits into three individual ones, which can be repositioned 
in a variety of ways. Guests can take in die views through the 
sole-to-overhead windows aft and to each side, or they can face 
the onyx-top bar forward. Just like the bar on the main deck, the 
onyx is additionally backlit with LEDs that change color, making 
the room more of a mod floating club. Curved ebony screens 
slide quietly across the full-height windows when the occupants 
want privacy. When moved into place, they strike a strong 
contrast against interspersed palladium-leaf panels. A little extra 
visual stimulation comes courtesy of a magic mirror television. 
Only when the screen is on do you realize the television is housed 
behind a reflective wall surface, a treatment that's increasingly

popular on many megayachts these days. 

Even with what Tessier terms as "not one or two particular 
examples, but one thousand details that have been pushed 
forward" by the owner, Safari retains elements created by 
Heesen. The yacht is the first launch in Heesen's 50-meter 
semidisplacemenl series. The yard reports that she is capable of 
a top speed of 2 1-knots, making her among the fastest yachts in 
her size range. Take a look at the specifications of yachts with 
the same overall length and similar tonnage, and you'll note that 
several yachts featuring the same all-aluminum construction 
are a few knots slower. Only composite yachts akin to Safari are 
achieving diis performance. 

Heesen's design work is also evident in the nearly 754-square- 
foot sun deck. A virtual beach club suspended above the sea, 
it has a Jacuzzi tub forward (though custom designed to sit 
lower, since the owner didn't want its edges interrupting the 
sleek profile of Safari), with plentiful sun pads around it. More 
sunning space is fully aft, purposely occupying nearly the entire 
beam. Alfresco dining and cocktails can be enjoyed in the shade 
of the radar arch, with a convenient cooking area for the crew. 



Even with his captain, Mark Lacey, serving as his on-site 
project manager, "the owner visited the yard often and was 
very much involved in the project," explains Fabio Ermctto, 
Heesen's sales and marketing director. Whether through 
personal meetings or information conveyed by Lacey, the 
owner held his standards very high. "In the construction of 
this yacht," Lacey said, "there has been emphatically no place 
for the response 'this is not possible,' and we have approached 
the entire build with this inspiration in mind." Lacey credits 
the design and build teams for working extremely hard to 
fulfill each requirement, and there were plenty. Ermetto 
agrees: "There were a lot of changes, some major, requested 
by the owner during construction, where the shipyard always 
managed to give a positive answer." 

Having St/ fun delivered on time surely gave a sense of 
satisfaction to the owner and the yard. But so too did receipt of 
the prestigious Prix du Design award at the Monaco Yacht Show 
in September. It's presented each year to a yacht deemed to be 
the most innovative and distinguished. Considering that nearly 
40 new yachts, motor and sail, debuted alongside Salmi at the 
show, it was an impressive achievement. □

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AIS Reloaded The merits and dangers 
of Class B AIS By David Schmidt 



t's a timeless scenario: Two vessels converg- 
ing in the nigh I. Offshore this generally isn't 
an issue, provided that both watches are at- 
tentive. Trouble brews, however, when tired 
eyes, confined waters and myriad recreational 
vessels are involved. Necessity sparked inno- 
vation, which led to the Automatic Identifica- 
tion System (AIS), an electronic system that 
automatically broadcasts — and tracks 
™ germane navigational information between 
vessels. While AIS has undoubtedly added a sig- 
nificant safety margin, several important questions 
emerge for yachtsmen: Namely, how visible is your 
yacht's AIS signal to a ship's bridge, and how much 
safety margin does it provide? 

The answer depends largely on where you're 
operating and whether you use a Class A or Class 
B AIS system. While both systems were designed 
to increase situational awareness and to facilitate 
direct communication between vessels, they achieve 
this in different ways, with differing results. 

Some background: Class A AIS was primarily 
designed to help professional mariners avoid 
ship-to-ship collisions, and the International 
Maritime Organization (and some local authorities 
controlling commercial vessels; has mandated 
that it be installed aboard all SOLAS-class (Safety 
of Life at Sea) ships. Class A AIS relies on the 
self-organized, time-division, multiple-access 
(SOTDMA) system for channel access, which is 
an automated method that allows different users

to efficiently share finite channel access. Class A 
AIS transmits at 12 watts and updates position and 
other dynamic navigational data every two to 10 
seconds, depending on vessel speed. While Class 
A information can be overlaid onto some ships' 
radars and/or plotters via their electronic chart 
display and information systems (ECDIS), all Class 
A units must cany a dedicated minimum keyboard 
display (MKD) monitor. 

Class B AIS was designed as a less expensive 
alternative to Class A for both commercial 
and recreational vessels. This black-box system 
transmits at 2 watts and utilizes the carrier-sense, 
time-division, multiple-access (CSTDMA) system 
for channel access. Provided that open channel slots 
exist, Class B units update their vessel's navigational 
information every 30 seconds. Class B units are not 
required to carry a dedicated monitor; instead, 
Class B information (NMEA 0183 compatible and 
sometimes NMEA 2000 compatible) is overlaid onto 
a multifunction display (MFD:. This technology is 
currently being used widely by some commercial 
traffic in other countries, and it's expected that the 
U.S. Coast Guard will mandate its use on certain 
types of commercial traffic this year. 

Jorge Arroyo, a Coast Guard civilian engineer 
who has been instrumental in writing AIS 
regulations, says one of AIS's main functions is to 
act like a caller ID on a phone. Capl. Skip Strong 
of the Penobscot Bay and River Pilots Association 
wholeheartedly agrees, noting that this is the biggest 
benefit to commercial traffic. "Instead of just seeing 
a [radar] target, I have something with a name on 
it," Strong says. "I'm not just calling a sailboat off 
my bow — I'm calling a [specific] vessel.' 1 

Not all professional mariners share enthusiasm 
for Class B AIS, however. Capl. R. William "Bill" 
Hughes III, an expert on radar and navigation 
projects with die Washington State Ferry System, 
says the introduction of Class B into the AIS system 
brought with it uncertainty for Class A users. "A 
fear of Class B is that a false sense of security may 
lure small-boat operators into riskier navigation 
decisions, by virtue of the fact that they're now 
seen," he says. "The ability to be seen doesn't 
change i he maneuverability of larger vessels." 

It's important to note that signals sent over 
SOTDMA are prioritized and slotted ahead of 
those sent over CSTDMA. "Stronger signals, 
which are usually closer, bump weaker signals," 
Arroyo says. "This tends to impact Class B 
more [than Class A] because they [Class B 
signals] report at lower power, thus providing a 
weaker signal. And, because they report at a less 
[frequent] rate, it's all in the law of averages as to 
who bumps whom." As for areas where this can be 
a problem, Arroyo points to portions of the lower 
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AIS targets can be seen around bends where radar often can't reach (above). AIS with radar overlay (be- 



Mississippi River. As with all other areas, 
this situation is exacerbated when Class 
A users fail to update their navigational 
status when docked or moored, which 
reduces their broadcast rate to once 
every 180 seconds and frees up 18 to 90 
additional slots. 

Screen clutter is another obvious 
concern. As a ship enters a busy 
harbor, the number of AIS targets in 
a given range can quickly mushroom, 
potentially overpopulating the screen. 
To compensate, Arroyo says, users can 
zoom in for tighter views. Strong says 
Class A users can also apply several 



different filters to their AIS overlay views 
(but not their MKD;, including ones that 
minimize targets based on their range, 
their potential collision danger or whether 
thev are a Class A or Class B user. 

While these filters may sound 
dangerous, it's crucial to understand that 
radar operators rely heavily on both their 
AIS and radar, typically cross-referencing 
potential threats between their automatic 
radar plotting aid (ARPA) tool and their 
AIS. When judgment calls are required, 
captains, including Strong, trust their 
radar, which with an update rate of 
once every two to 2'/2 seconds Is far 



more accurate than their AIS. 

Boat speed is also a serious factor. 
Hughes and Strong say fast-moving 
vessels can outrun their Class B AIS 
target, creating confusion. u The one 
real problem that I have with Class B is 
its refresh rate," Strong says. "It's fine if 
you've got a sailboat going 6 knots, but 
... if you have a [Class B AIS target] 
doing 30 knots, in 30 seconds it's gone a 
quarter-mile. Thai's a substantial chunk 
of real estate that it's just covered, without 
[updating] its information ... and if it has 
made a course change in that time, you 
may not know it." 

Hughes says that when a fast-moving 
Class B vessel outruns its target, it 
creates a serious situation for a ship's 
radar operator, because a single boat can 
appear to be two threats for a number 
of moments: its outpaced Class B target 
and its ARPA return. Sprinkle in other 
nearby Class B users, Hughes says, 
and the situation quickly compounds 
itself* especially in fog or rain dead- 
common scenarios on both Puget Sound 
and Penobscot Bay Because of this, 
Hughes recommends that Class A AIS 
units be used on all vessels that travel 
faster than 5 knots. 

Kric Kunz, Furuno's senior product 
manager, agrees with Hughes' assessment. 
"There are times when a signal gets missed 
by a transponder," he says. "If it misses [the 
Class B signal] the one time, you [might 
not] see it again for another minute." 
Manufacturers can't legally change the 
update rates of their Class B units, which 
must conform to 1MO standards. 

For recreational boaters, current 
Class B technology provides the security 
that heavy metal objects probably know 
that you're out there, provided that they 
haven't applied any filters. Arroyo says 
a new type of Class B AIS is expected 
out this summer with a reporting rate of 
once every 15 seconds. While it will be 
interesting to see how this affects channel 
congestion and target separation, a Class 
A system nearly guarantees that your 
yacht will be visible to nearby AIS users, 
without fear of a skipped transmission, 
target separation or class-type filtration. 
Irrespective of AIS, however, it's crucial 
to remember Hughes' point about 
maneuverability, and the unflinching laws 
of gross tonnage. □ 
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Engine Warranties Understand the 
nuts and bolts or watch money go up 
in smoke. By Vincent Daniello

tli rough. The truth is that most 
engine manufacturers are forth- 
co m i n g a b out m ai n t e n an c e 
they expect. Boat owners are 
wise to know what to do to ensure coverage. 

"Some people say, 'I'll run it till it breaks. It's 
covered under warranty' But maybe it isn't," 
says Peter Frederiksen (www.vikingyachfs.com), 
communications director for Viking Yachts. 
"Make sure to read that warranty; Ask questions 
about it." Frederiksen points out, for example, 
that engine compi iters keep records of all alarms. 
Continuing to run in an alarm condition may void 
the warranty. Understand what both the engine 
manual and warranty say about specific alarms, 
including whether to head to the closest port for 
repairs or wait for service until a trip ends. 

While electronic engine history might exclude 
warranty repairs by proving negligence, it can also

track die progression of parts 
failures to include otherwise 
questionable coverage. In one 
example, a simple air intake 
problem caused a turbo to 
overheat. When the turbo shaft 
broke, it spewed engine oil and 
the engine seized. Data proved 
this happened before alarms — 
and the skipper — could read. 
"The boat ended up with a new 
long block. That would have 
been a $160,000 repair," says 
Charlie Schloemer, president 
of Palm Beach Power (www 
.palmbeaclipower.com). The boat 
was near the end of its 60-month 
extended senice policy. 

With both standard and 
extended warranties, timely 
maintenance and careful records 
help ensure coverage. "They're 
not saving routine maintenance 
has to be done by an authorized 
dealer," Schloemer, an MTU 
dealer (umximhi-anline.com)> says. "They want a 
record of who did what, when, and what parts were 
put in. Oil and coolant must meet MTU specs, and 
filters have to come from MTU." 

To stay atop warranty requirements, address 
all issues promptly and completely. Schloemer 
warns, for example, that MTU requires a coolant 
sample when he replaces a leaky circulating 
pump. If thai leak was allowed to continue 
and the cooling system was topped off with 
plain water repeatedly over several months, 
the antifreeze ratio likely won't meet MTU's 
specification. That pump might not be covered, 
nor might extensive repairs caused if that pump 
failed and overheated the engine. 

A cleai' senice history is particularly important 
during resale. "Having a warranty adds security to 
die person buying a boat," Frederiksen says. "Your 
boat is going to stand out. You'll get a return on that 
[warranty] money" — but not if the buyer perceives 
any question regarding warranty coverage. 

When buying a boat with a warranty; have the 
engines surveyed by a company-authorized facility. 
Ask the senice manager beforehand for something 
concrete showing that the senice tech specifically 
looked for, but couldn't find, anything diat might 
negate warranty coverage. Even witii a clean 
mechanical history, check original contracts. Some 
European boats might not include warranty coverage 
in the United States, or vice versa, and warranties 
may have been initiated before the original owner 
bought the boat, particularly a boat that had been in 
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a dealer's inventory or used in boat shows. 
Past charter sendee is another red flag for a 
pleasure-boat warranty. 

When details are tended to, extended 
warranties do pay off. "Caterpillar's 
attitude lias always been 'Let's get 
this taken care of and make your boss 
happy," says Capt. Triston Hunt. The 
2005 sport-fisher he runs has had three 
engine overhauls covered. Hunt does 
warn, though, that Caterpillar tends to 
do only the minimum required to get 
the boat running. He suggests consulting 
an independent mechanic or surveyor 
to ensure the best possible repair. He 
documents anv deviations from those 
suggestions in writing. "Don't be afraid 
to call Caterpillar directly" Hunt says. 
"Everything reasonable that I've asked 
for I've gotten. *' 

Extended warranty plans vary by 
manufacturer. Caterpillars prices are 
fixed for each model, regardless of 
horsepower. In 201 2. five-year Platinum 
Plus extended service coverage for G32 
engines ranging from 1,450 to 1,900 



horsepower cost about $13,330 for up 
to 1,500 total engine hours or 822,230 
for unlimited hours, per engine. That 
extends Caterpillar's initial two- 
year warranty by three years with no 
deductible. Five-year Platinum Plus 
coverage for 930- to 1 ,150-horsepower 
Caterpillar C 1 8 engines is $9,090 
for 1,500 total hours or 815,150 for 
unlimited engine hours. Prices for most 
models fall by nearly 10 percent for 
four-year total coverage, and they drop 
more than 50 percent between four- 
ancl three-year plans. Cat also offers 
Platinum plans that cost and cover a bit 
less (www. marine, cat. com) . 

MTU's extended protection coverage 
provides up to three years of additional 
service, mirroring die standard two-year 
warranty. Prices vary both by engine 
horsepower and engine hours. A $500 
deductible per engine per service call 
covers anything a mechanic may turn 
up, from a simple fuel leak to a major 
overhaul. That includes ;dl return trips 
until those service orders are closed. 



There is some fine print to understand, 
though. "Warranty coverage includes 
travel and labor, but not plane tickets or 
overnight accommodations," Schloemer 
says. Engine manufacturers also typically 
look to the closest source for repairs. "If 
you're my customer in Palm Beach and 
something happens in the Florida Keys, 
MTU will still pay me for repairs, but it'll 
likely only cover travel from the closest 
MTU dealer," Schloemer says. 

"No one likes to break down," says 
Andrew Boyei; marine sales manager for 
MTU (now Tognum America; wwmtogmtm 
.com), "but if you're under warranty or I lave 
extended coverage, you Ye got peace of 
mind diat die boat will be up and running 
with minimal cost," MTU and other cliesel 
manufacturers simply ask that engines are 
maintained to their specification. 

"My maintenance is impeccable 
and I have records to back it up," Hunt 
says. "Maybe that's why IYe never had 
questions about coverage." The bottom 
line to ensuring warranty coverage, Hunt 
says: "Read and follow 7 the manual/' □

EDITOR'S LETTER

Tread Softly 

V fit were a movie, the scene would appear in slow 
I motion with a close-up of me stuffed into the back 
I of a Suzuki SUV, bags piled on my lap all the way 
to the ceiling, while I gazed at the confused bustle of 
St. Thomas. Yet there I was, my mind fuzzy, and no 
matter how many times I wiped my glasses, my vi- 
sion remained spotty. Completing a thought — hell, 
even articulating a simple sentence — was arduous. 

Fd felt this way before, after slipping and head butting 
a fire hydrant one w inter while walking down New York's 
12nd Street Yet this tune there was no head trauma. 
Nope, I w as experiencing a major case of atmospheric re- 
entry anxiety after being on the ocean for 1 1 days between 
Portsmouth, Virginia, and the British Virgin Islands. 

Once we finally found our slip in Super's Mole. 
Tortola, just before the sun set, we were surprised to 
find the boat's loquacious owner waiting for us on the 
duck. "Surprise!" What the hell? 

I was reminded of a quote from National Lampoon's 
Christmas Vacation when Cousin Eddie made a surprise 
visit and crashed Clark's idyllic holiday gathering: 
'"Oh, Eddie ... If I woke up tomorrow with my head 
sewn to the carpet, I wouldn't be mure surprised than 
I am now."' It fit the moment. 

While my friend Arnie Hammerman backed the 
Shannon 43 into the slip, we were assaulted with 
questions. "What's this mark? What happened here? 
Where should we go for dinner?" We stared beyond die 
harbor, thinking about the ocean and wondering why we 
were in such a rush to get back to port. 

The previous few days had seen the routine fighting 



of squalls, accompanied by torrential rain and 30-plus 
knots of wind, eveiy half-hour. A confused sea pattern 
combining swells from the easterly trade winds and 
larger sets fueled by a cold front from the northeast 
pooped our deck several times, streaming green water 
through open hatches. We tried to strike a balance 
between marinating the accommodations in salt water 
and imprisoning ourselves in an airless sauna. 

Docked in Soper's Hole, I reached tu the bottom 
of my soul, searching for (he willingness to start a 
dialogue with the affable owner as he climbed aboard. 
I found nothing. I understand he was excited to start 
his Caribbean adventure, but a few hours to allow us 
to gather our gear and minds would have been nice. 

So I practiced one of the Sass men's better life skills: 
I evaporated from the scene like a genie. Poof, and I was 
at the local Pussers bellied up to the bar. Even before 
the tasty nutmeg floating atop my Painkiller lunched 
my lips, my footing was far from steady. I literally 
tacked my way down the dock with drinks for Arnie 
and our third crew member, Tommy McCoy. 

Back on board questions and stories continued, 
decisions were required, and the three of us were too 
drained to decide on anything beyond the strength of 
our Painkiller cocktails. Eventually my survival instinct 
took over. I passed Tummy my credit card, begging 
him tu find us a few rooms at a local hotel. 

"What's your limit?" 

"Ten thousand dollars," I shot back without 
hesitation. Hey, we were tired and needed some space. 
Please, no judging! (Thankfully we found comfortable 
rooms for $65 each.) 

Twenty-four hours later I was in the car on my 
way to Maine for Thanksgiving. I realized I had been 
completely out of touch with the news, stock market 
activity and election politics for nearly two weeks. 
I hesitated to turn my phone back on and open the 
deluge of e-mails piling up widi issues that appeared 
rather silly when viewed through my salt-stained veil. 

Unable to catch our breath from the moment we 
arrived, it took me awhile to get back into my daily routine. 
And you know what? 1 realized that T liked it! Being able 
to fully disengage and focus only on what was required to 
get the boat safely to the Caribbean was exactly the reset 
necessary. Arnie, Tummy and I may still nut be thinking 
clearly, but were already planning the next trip. 

I highly recommend getting on board your boat 
and leaving the world behind for a little bit. The 
remarkable thing is that it's all still here when you get 
back. Just consider not letting people know your exact 
ETA. Happy cruising. Ll

Monument or Yacht? 

The elements of timeless design

Citroen SM. This subject was on my mind as I chat- 
ted with my old pal yacht designer Mike Peters after 
his return from the Monaco Yacht Show; "Design 
has overtaken the yacht business. ... Things are out 
of control,*' Peters said with a sigh. "In the future we 
are going to look back at the last 10 years of yacht 
design and wonder what die hell happened!" 

Peters has been working his magic with boats 
for 30 years. His 160-plus mph 45-foot offshore 
catamarans are still winning races, even though he 
swore off race-boat design a decade ago after 15 
world championships. While his portfolio boasts 
a small Heet of fine yachts, much of his work has 
been on the quiet products in drab gray or 
troubled boats he has "fixed'" for builders. Peters 
has a reputation as a guy who knows how to make 
boats behave w : ell at speed but he has also left his 
mark in terms of styling. His designs for Chris- 
Craft's rebirth in early 2000 come to mind. "I call 
them dear-old-dad boats," Peters said. "They w ere 
intended to be what we think we grew up with, but 
they are actually much better — modern designs 
inspired not by a boat but a period."

It is die current period in yachting that ttoubles 
Peters. "On the custom side, less than 200 feet is the 
new small, and too many people are more interested 
in creating personal monuments than yachts." He 
remembers a recent warning from a buyer's agent. 
"You've got to understand the guy's not a real boater; 
he just wants something different — about 40 meters," 
die agent said. Peters believes dial die industry Is to 
blame as we too often focus on selling dreams. "Every 
kid that wanted to be a ear designer thinks he's a boat 
designer if he can operate 3-D modeling software," 
Peters .said. "This leaves the shipyard or a naval 
architect to sweep up die mess." 

Peters believes the "anything as long as its 
different" mentality has also changed production 
boatbuilding for the worse. "The Europeans 
have kicked our butts . . . not widi great design 
but outrageous design." Peters remembers one 
European builder admitting his new model looked 
ridiculous, but it was new and new sells. "It's an 
'anything to break away from die pack' attitude and 
U.S. builders just didn't get it until it was too late." 
As a designer, Peters feels the pressure. "Right now 
we have a request for a vertical bow. ... Everyone 
seems to think it's an aesdietic choice when in fact 
there is a good reason we rake bows. . . . A vertical 
bow with the deep forefoot is the kiss of death in a 
following sea. The ocean didn't just w ake up and 
say, hejt, I've changed. jVb worries!" 

Peters works on bodi sides of die pond and refers 
to himself jokingly as a ''mid- Atlantic designer." He 
admits that at times it's a challenge. "Some of my 
European friends seem to think they invented design. 
Rccendy a competitor told me, 'Only we [Italians] 
understand the poetry of design.'" Peters believes 
that such regional bias has brought us to a point of 
stagnation. "There are only so many shapes for 
hullside windows." Peters believes great yacht designs 
have one thing in common they make sense. "A 
traditional Northeast design, for example, works 
because everything on it — windows, ports, etc. - - are 
there for a reason. . . . There's design honesty." 

After returning from Monaco, Peters held a staff 
meeting and explained that "this is an ugly period. 
... Bad designs are actually getting built. One of my 
guys asked, 'Why should we care if a boat Is popular 
in 20 years if the design sells today?" Because 1 care!" 
Peters explained. Classic thinking. J

PERFORMANCE 

Power Fundamentals (Part III) 

Consider these key factors when selecting a generator. 



n i he past I wo issues, weVe looked al the im- 
portance of determining electrical loads and 
examined methods for their calculation (wivzv 
.yachtingmtgazine.cwn/gmmitim). The next step is 
to examine die basics of specifying a new gen- 
erator package. Last month's load analysis gave 
H us the projected power requirements in various 
conditions, and it's likely there is a considerable 
spread between diem. 

For vessels with minimal electrical demands, 
and particularly for anyone who enjoys quiet at anchor, 
an inverter, pulling AC power fnjrn DC batteries, 
may be the best choice. Most yachts, however, should 
have a generator, and the challenge is to have enough 
power to meet the occasional peak electrical demand 
without severely underloading the generator the rest 
of the time. Utilization recommendations vary, but 
those cited by Northern Lights (zvumnort/iern-lights 
.cmn) are typical. It suggests an average of 35 to 70 
peirent of the generators rated capacity, but the rate 
should never be less than 25 percent and preferably 
should lie above 50 peirent 

Simple economics and space limitations may 
require owners of smaller yachts to install a single 
generator. Rather than getting the largest generator 
that will fit into the available space, the better choice 
is to stick with a smaller unit and practice 'load 
shedding;" i.e., switching off designated nonessential 
loads during periods of peak usage. This can be 
done manually or with an automatic system. 

Aboard larger yachts, the installation of multiple 
generators is preferable to accommodate the range

in loads and to provide a degree of redundancy 
While two identical units are most common, Tom 
Sullivan, a professional engineer and applications 
engineering manager at Adas Marine Systems (imw 
.atiasmarbiesystems>com) s suggests another possibility. 
Using Adas' TecPower or another automated power 
management system, you can install two generators of 
difli-ring capacities, with the larger roughly twice the 
power of the smaller. 

The smaller unit runs at demand levels up to 30 
peirent or so of peak. ;md then die larger unit takes over 
up to 60 peirent, and bodi run to meet full peak loads. 
This is all done automatically and keeps utilization rates 
well within the recommended levels. Odier advantages 
of such systems include starting and transfer in die 
event of shore-power or generator problems, rotation 
and/or paralleling of generators to meet demands, 
load shedding and reconnecuoas of loads in die 
event of low power availability, and running a smaller 
generator at night when loads are lower. 

Once die capacity for your generators) is 
determined, other factors should be considered. While 
some small generators supply only 120-volt power, 
most yacht generators arc dual voltage, providing 120 
and 240 volts for single-phase units or 1 20 and 208 
volts for diree-phase units. The choice will depend 
largely on the electrical loads anticipated and the 
largest electrically driven equipment selected, such as 
air conditioning, deck equipment and auxiliary motors. 
Your load analysis will help in this determination. 

Request dial die units he configured so that routine 
maintenance points - - water fill and level check, oil 
dipstick, air and oil filters - can be easily accessed. 
Sound and vibration concerns will dictate die type 
of mounts specified, and whether you want a sound 
enclosure or will rely on engine-room insulation for 
noise suppression. Cooling systems should generally 
be of the closed type, in which either a keel cooler 
or heat exchanger is used to keep salt water out 
of the engine. Exhaust systems can be wet or dry 
and can include a muffler and/or soot reduction 
system. You may want to include a power takeoff 
on the generator engine to drive an air compressor 
or a hydraulic pump for other needs, such as a bow 
thruster. Alarms and shutdowns low water level 
and high water temperature, low oil level, pressure, 
overspeed should be part of die package. This 
knowledge ought to ease die selection process. □

This conservative builder adds another svelte 
high-performance yacht to its fleet. 



ike a fine vintner honing her skills 
through practice, education and 
instinct, Perini Navi continues to 
improve the performance of its 
sailing yachts, and does so with- 
out abandoning the quality and 
I luxury that made the yard's repu- 

tation. This 40-meter cutter, de- 
signed in collaboration with Ron 
Holland, perfecdy illustrates the 
builder s philosophy. 

Perhaps the most extreme yacht Perini Navi 
has built is the 38-meter (125 feet) P2, designed 
by Philippe Briand and launched in 2008. By the 
builder's standards, her deckhouse has an ultralow 
profile, a racy sloop rig and a deliciously modern 
decor belowdecks. Her relatively light displacement 
(344,000 pounds vs. 485,000 pounds for the 
40-meter; and nearly plumb stem broadcast her 
aspirations for speed. 

Holland's design, on the other hand, strikes a 
more traditional pose. He extended die datum 
watcrline (DWL) to give the yacht a good turn 
of speed, which gives her a more upright stem 
than you'll see on traditional Perinis, but it's far 
from being as extreme as that of P2. In addition 
to increasing the 40-meter's displacement speed, 
the increase in DWL has allowed Holland to 
draw finer waterlines in the forward sections, 
decreasing resistance and easing motion in a 
seaway. Firm sections amidships enhance the 
hull's form stability. These sections transition to

what Holland describes as low-resistance stern 
lines, which encourage the water to clear the run, 
and this in turn reduces wave-making resistance. 
The yacht's high-aspect-ratio centerboard will 
give her the pointing ability we expect from 
modern sailing yachts. 

Only a sharp plumb stem would appear more 
aggressive than this yacht's straight raked stem, and 
maybe only a counter stern by W. Starling Burgess 
would be more graceful. As drawn, these angles 
work well together, perfecdy suiting the yacht's 
persona. If she were human, she'd be a tough GEO 
with a soft spot for underprivileged citizens. The 
subtlest of springy sheer lines, like a taut catenary, 
connects the ends. 

The superstructure grows from the deck as a rack 
uncovered by the surf stands clear of ihe sand on 
an empty beach. The leading edge of what would 
qualify as a trunk cabin if it had pnriliglus rises 
ever so gradually from the foredeck and continues 
the climb until it meets the front of the pilothouse. 
An eye-level view of the profile suggests that the 
angle of rake at the leading edge of the trunk cabin 
and the rake of the windows in the pilothouse 
successfully mimic one another. Careful comparison 
of the angles formed by the raked transom, cockpit 
coaming and flying buttress at the after end of the 
house lead me to believe they are the same. These 
angles perform as a unit, artistically balancing the 
composition, but they should have the same effect 
on us when we see the 10-meter under way in three 
dimensions — I'll wager that our impression of 
harmony will remain. 

Unlike many yachts this size, which use the 
cavernous space under the afterdeck to stow the 
tender, Perini Navi's yacht devotes the area to 
stowage and machinery. The transom opens to 
become a leak-covered beach with wide steps 
leading to and from die afterdeck. The tender lives 
in a compartment beneath the forward end of the 
trunk cabin, which is over the crew's quarters. 

Ah hough owners of Perini Navis love these 
yachts for their stately progress through the 
water and superb comfort belowdecks, some of 
the builder's clients need the occasional rush of 
adrenaline to accompany the luxury. They can 
expect that from the 40-meter. □

Cruisers Yachts 41 Cantius

ing? Cruisers Yachts 41 
Cantius proves these 
attributes aren't mutu- 
ally exclusive. Its ac- 

#commodations echo 
top-line residential de- 
sign, while its hull de- 
sign, construction and propulsion showcase the art 
of modern production boatbuilding. 

When evaluating a cruiser, the first thing I 
do Ls check out the key systems. No number of 
berths, settees or niftv decor details will make you 
comfortable if corners were cut on the build. I am 
happy to report that Cruisers Yachts fits out the 41 
(Junius for more than just earning accolades on .1 
convention center or showroom floor. 

For example, the 1 3.5 kW genset, standard aboard 
the 41 Cantius, not only provides em nigh power to 
comibitably allow you to run most of your appliances 
and lights while on the hook, but also delivers enough 
reserve output so that breakers won't blow when the 
refrigerator or air-conditioner compressor kicks on. 
Furthermore, tills genset s output isn't so large that 
its engine won't be loaded properly when it's running, 
which affects efficiency and longevity. (For more on 
properly sizing a generator, turn to Performance on 
page 18.) Indeed, the 41 Cantius* generator meets die 
requirements of ABYC El 8-8: It's optimally sized. 
Dockside power is 50-amp, rather than the 30-amp

systems more common aboard cruisers dils size, again 
ensuring ample power. 

Air conditioning is another system where hidden 
cost-cutting can occur. Not aboard the 41 Cantius. 
It has three units pumping 40,000 Btu of reverse- 
cycle heal and cooling, providing ample climate 
control for this dual-salon cruiser. 

Water capacity? Naval architects and long- 
term cruisers agree that, nominally, five gallons of 
water per day, per person, is a sufficient supply for 
bathing, doing dishes, using the head, etc. Quick 
math suggests that the 41 Cantius* 75-gallun supply- 
provides enough water for a crew of six for the 
weekend — plus a little more. 

All of these systems are also easily reached for 
service. In the engine room, I found more than 
four feet of headroom and access on all sides of 
both engines. Every wire and plumbing run Is 
labeled with engraved plates for troubleshooting 
ease. Behind a panel in the amidships stateroom, 
all electrical modules and the helm breaker panel 
are housed in one place. Compared with boats in 
which the electronic control modules are scattered, 
diagnostic time here is drastically cut a benefit

Unlike the Sea Ray, the 
41 Cantius' helm deck is completely 
enclosed, boasting an after bulkhead, 
glass "Tri-Slide" door. This creates an 
upper salon, complete climate control and 
conversational privacy with a view while 
entertaining docksidc. Plus, it eliminates 
the hassle of canvas curtains. The helm 
deck also has an electric sunroof. 




This upper salon can host a crowd 
of guests, thanks to an expansive 
lounge, eniertainmem center and air 
conditioning. The view is fantastic, and 
even rainy days will prove enjoyable 
here. When the sun shines, open the 
slider wide, and access between the helm- 
dcck-cum-salon and the cockpit provides 
easy How between the two spaces. With 
a comfy settee and recliner and simple 
side-to boarding, dockside entertaining 
doesn't get any better - unless you work 
the transom magic I discovered aboard 
the 41 Cantius. 

The extended swim platform is more 
than four feet long and has a bar with 
two removable pctlestal-mount bar stools. 
The bar hinges open, revealing a massive 
lazarette with dedicated stowage for the 
stools and cockpit tables, as well as fenders, 
lines, brushes and other dunnage. 

While the I 1 ( lantius is available with 
IPS, the vessel I tested turned its props 
through twin Volvo Penta DPH diesel 
sterndrives. This propulsion, combined 
with the vented stepped hull, had me 
comfortably romping across a choppy 



L;ike Michigan at just over 23 knots, 
topping out at 33.8 knots. Docking with 
the Volvo Penta 's joystick proved a snap 
against I he wind, and, as an aside, T also 
docked it without die joystick. If you 
want the trimabilitv. shallower draft and 
efficiency afforded by sterndrives, I can 
vouch for their suitability: 

Accommodations include a fonvard 
master with plenty of headroom, a queen 
berth and en suite bath. Amidships is a 
guest room with twin berths (that can form 
a queen) and another en suite head. 

So imagine yourself in the helm seat, 
swivcled around and engaged with your 
guests, watching with prideful care as 
they enjoy the amenities and the easy 
m ovemen t betwee n dock, platform , 
cockpit and upper salon that the 41 
Cantius affords. The experience is 
common aboard larger yachts but rare 
among boats this size. So the question, 
then, isn't whether the 41 Cantius is 
capable of both entertaining and taking 
to the sea. The question is: Are you? □

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The new Island Pilot 535 

need for comfortable, carefree cruising.

sland Pilot's president, Reuben Trane, calls 
die 535 "a crossover trawler' meaning it 
works just as well and efficiently at displace- 
ment speeds as it does at planing speeds. In- 
deed, on a break-in delivery cruise Horn Mi- 
ami to Charleston, South Carolina, Trane 
says the 535 averaged 8 gallons per hour 
(gph) at an average speed of 1 1 knots no 
doubt the Gulf Stream gets some credit for 
helping here. My own measurements a week 
later near Annapolis, Maryland, showed the 535 
burned only H.9 gph at 8.2 knots, or 48.8 gph at 
20.4 knots, meaning you have a nice choice: You 
can travel at a traditional displacement speed of 
just over 8 knots and enjoy a range of about 586 
nautical miles (with a 10 percent fuel reserve) or, if 
you're in a hum', you can cruise at 20 or 25 knots. 

A lifelong boater, Trane says the 535 was 
designed for a variety of markets. He hopes it will 
appeal to retiring baby boomers who most likely 
owned an express and want something that has 
more cruising amenities and capabilities; owners 
of full-displacement yachts who no longer want to 
voyage across oceans; the experienced owner who 
appreciates that the IP 535 hasn't lined to cram in 
space for more than a couple of guests; DIY owners 
who'll love the truly spacious engine room; and 
live-aboard couples who realize diey don't need a 
slow boat to have real living comforts. 

The idea of die crossover trawler a large 
cruising boat with some speed diat maintains 
the essential character of the Island Pilot line —

appealed to Trane "s sense of innovation. Us two 
large front window s, sharp angles, big cockpit and 
tall flying bridge make the 535 look like it has a 
lot of room, and it does. You walk onto the boat 
via the large swim platform and then step up to 
the cockpit, or you step through stainless side gates 
on either side of the cockpit. The cockpit is fully 
covered, and its canopy extends over the U-shape 
settee and dining table aft for alfresco entertaining. 
A barbecue grill, wet bar and ice maker keep the 
party happily outside. 

For access to the engine room, Trane designed 
a large door at the forward edge of die cockpit. 
Like all the areas on the 535, this provided standing 
headroom for me. and Tin about 6 feel 2 inches 
tall. The engine room is large enough for a 
workbench over the genset to port; the batteries are 
to starboard, and the user-friendly fuel manifold 
with gauges is on the centerline. 

From the cockpit you step up to the glass door 
leading to the salon. Large side windows, plus two 
sliding doors opening to the side decks forward, 
drench the area in sunlight. The space flows without 
interruption from the entry to the lower helm station 
and then down to the galley and dinette area. Huge 
front windows make this space seem like an atrium. 
On the starboard side, the upper salon has a large 
U-shape settee and beautiful teak fold-out table 
on the port side facing two comfortable armchairs 
opposite. li s an inviting, user-friendly layout

The split-level, all-open design 
which puis (he galley forward of the 
helm means the rook is still part 
of the action in the salon. The galley 
has plenty of cooking, countertop and 
stowage space for extended cruising or 
living aboard. The dinette to starboard 
(with its own TV opposite) separates the 
two living areas, while also providing a 
spot to curl up with a good book. Just 
forward of the dinette is space for the 



optional day head or large pantry, and 
then the guest stateroom is in the bow. 
It has a walk-around queen berth, lots 
of stowage, tons of teak and an en suite 
head and shower. Just abaft the dinette 
is the washer/ dryer cabinet and the full- 
beam 12-by-16-foot master stateroom. 
The master also has a vanity or desk, a 
love seat lacing the bed (with a 32-inch 
LED TV over it), drawers, cabinets and 
two hanging lockers. And the large master 




head adds to the sense that you could 
comfortably liveaboard for a long time on 
this boat. 

The flying bridge is an entertainment 
center in its own right, widi a large U-shape 
settee and dining table to port, facing a wet 
bar and a fridge. Three seats at the helm 
ensure die skipper will never get lonely. 

The 535's hull has 2 1 degrees of deadrise 
at the transom to soften the ride, but a 
deep-V hull will) as much lop hamper as 
the 535 may roll at low s[x*eds, hence die 
standard Seakeeper gyro. As I found on my 
test, the boat also is a bit tender if you crank 
the wheel all the way over at wide-open 
throttle; I started to do tiiis while driving 
from the fiybriclge and 1 dialed back a bit 
because of the lean but then you aren't 
likely to in this maneuver during normal 
cruising situations. 

"The 535 is a cruising yacht that can 
island-hop down the Bahamas to the Turks 
and Caicos, Uien make the short passage to 
the Dominican Republic and take you to 
die Caribbean for months of independent 
onboard living," Trane said. "At the same 
time, she can make displacement passages 
in comlbrt and safety" And there's nothing 
wrong widi that. □

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The Great Escape A long weekend, a 
seaworthy boat and a little bit of loca 
knowledge are all you need for these 
three short but refreshing vacations.

don't know about you, but lately a two-day 

weekend just doesn't cut it. Willi social and 

family commitments, chores to do and er- 
rands to run, 1 inevitably find myself wishing 
H I had one more day to just relax when Sunday 

evening rolls around. If you can find an extra 

day and go cruising, leaving your life ashore 

often magically makes three days feel like five! 

And no matter what shoreline you're near, 

there's probably an itinerary that will do the 
trick. Here are diree sample trips to get yon off the 
dock and in vacation mode. 



A SOUTHERN ESCAPE: 

Bimini to Gun Cay to Cat Cay, 
Bahamas (101 nm round-trip) 

Boaters in south Florida have a lot of options 
when choosing where to go for a few days of R&R. 
Gunnar Christensen, a professional captain and 
president of All Points Energy, which specializes 
in the man time aspects of renewable energy, 
has a favorite itinerary. "In south Florida," says 
ChrLstensen, '"go west, young man' does not 
apply ... unless you like airboats and boas." 
When he thinks of great three-day weekends in south 
Florida he pulls out his passport, gels a custom decal 
for easy re-entry and heads east to die Bahamas. 

For a jaunt to diis area you need to do some planning, 
hi the winter the seas can build to dangerous heights 
when the northerly winds kick in, so the best time to 
make this voyage Ls in die spring and summer when 
it's easier to find a weather window. From Miami to 
Bimini is about a 43 nm run, so get an eiirly start across 
to maximize your time in the islands. Once you're 
there, tlie cruising distance between islands is minimal. 
Bimini (25°13M0.08 M N 79°16'12.76"W) Ls popular 
with anglers and spring break students in other 
words, people go there to fish hard and play hard. 
Snorkeling, diving, dolphin encounters and, of course, 
cleep-sea fishing are popular here. Bare outnumber 
restaurants two- to-one so you won't go thirsty 
check out the End of the World Bar in Alice Town. 
The Bimini Big Game Resort and Marina is a good 
place to eat, as is the Bimini Beach Club Restaurant. 

When you're ready to unwind, head south to 
Gun Cay (25°34'57.20"N 79°17'53.58"W). It's less 



Bimini's warm, blue waters 
beckon to sport-fishermen, 
students on spring break 
and vacationers who crave 
a tittle more action than 
they'll find on nearby Gun 
Cay and Cat Cay. 
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lh;m ;i 10 nm run. The main attractions 
here are beautiful scenery and great 
snorkeling. It's a wonderful place to throw 
out the hook, but look out for the stone 
ledge on the east side of Gun Cay, which 
won't hold your anchor if it blows. 

Cat Cay (25°33'20.9 1 "N 79° 1 6'44.30"W) 
is a privately owned club that welcomes 
cruisers who need to clear in through 
customs, or who want to refuel or come 
ashore to dine. "Beware of high prices 
and the air of superiority you might 
encounter," Christensen warns, and when 
you've had enough, check out any of the 
small cays south of Gun Cay and Cat 
Cay they're almost always deserted 
and you can have them all to yourself. 

A NEW YORK GETAWAY: 

Sag Harbor to Shelter Island to 
Greenport (23 nm round-trip) 

Boaters in die Northeast face an 
embarrassment of riches when it comes 
to cruising options. But one of my 
favorites is a relaxed trip on Long Island's 
East End. Sag Harbor (42 < W2I.40 ,I N 



72°17 , 42.83"W) has more than enough 
to keep you entertained all weekend: 
great shopping, fine dining, the Whaling 
Museum and an art-house movie theater 
as well as live shows at the Bay Street 
Theatre and a wonderful public library 
If you've got 2 1 feet of vertical clearance, 
head under the bridge and anchor in Sag 
Harbor Gove for up to 72 hours. Gall the 
launch on Channel 9 for a ride into town. 
Do your provisioning at Schiavoni's and 
the liquor store nearby, or stop and grab 
a burger or great mussels at the Corner 
Bar. For something a little less traditional, 
I like Dockside, which is just down Bay 
Street and features more inventive cuisine. 
Leaving might be hard, but since you've 
go I a boa!, head noilli to Shelter Island. 

If you're looking for peace and quiet, 
Shelter Island's Goccles Harbor is a great 
spot. Also lovely is the sleepy Victorian 
town of Shelter Island Heights. But I like 
to head past there and anchor off Sunset 
Beach (41°04'27.10"N 72°2r58.49"W). 
Aboard, you'll have your own lovely 
island. Hop into the dinghy and head for 




(he bright yellow- and white-striped beach 
umbrellas, and vou'll feel like vou're in St. 
Tropez. The glamorous and happening 
Sunset Beach restaurant is an Andre 
Balays hot spot that transports you to the 
Med with its cool Euro vibe. Though the 
check Is usually obscene, I've always found 
it enough fun to be worth every penny! 

You might find that wandering the 
less than 2 miles west to Greenport 
(41°06'00.83"N 72 0 2r29.28"W) for simpler 
pleasures is the perfect antidote to last 
night's fun. Greenport is an old fishing I own 
on Long Islands North Fork, and it has a 
laid-back, more rustic feeling than its South 
Folic counterparts but plenty of charm. 
Good restaurants, an antique carousel- 
Preston's ship chandlery and proximity to 
the great farm stands and vineyards of the 
North Fork add to the appeal.

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CALIFORNIA DREAMIN': 

Santa Barbara to the Channel Islands to 
Oxnard (72 nm round-trip) 

West Coast folks have their own 
favorite haunts, but one that wafts back 
to us repeatedly on the East Coast centers 
on the Channel Islands. Susan Scheer, a 
filmmaker and die owner/operator of 
Phantom, a 90-foot expedition yacht that's 
available for research, documentary and 
(living charters in Central America, spent 
years in Santa Barbara and filled us in on 
her favorite jaunt. 

"What's great about Santa Barbara 
(34°24' 19.30"N 119° 4r29.27 n W) is 
it has so much to offer. It is a beautiful, 
old Spanish-Havored city and there 
is something magical about the light 
here." 1 Scheer keeps a sailboat in Santa 
Barbara. "The harbor is unique it 



has a commercial fishing fleet alongside 
multimillion-dollar yachts and a racing 
fleet, as well as the old live-aboards. ... Chen 
Is right next to the transient dock, and I 
have seen cruisers from all over the world 
spend a night or two and fall under the 
spell of the Santa Barbara coastline." This 
haven of tranquility is located just 90 miles 
from the husde and busde of Los Angeles, 
yet there are festivals, the famous sidewalk 
art sales, whale watching, kayaking, 
mountain climbing and horseback riding. 
"If you can diink of it, you can find it in 
Santa Barbara,"' Scheer promises. For 
good places to eat and drink in the harbor, 
she recommends world-famous Endless 
Summer Bar Cafe and Brophv Bros. 

Roughly 2.~> miles offshore, the Channel 
Islands National Marine Sanctuaiy 
(34°9'32.74"N U9°13'25.25"W) await. 
Five of diese islands — Anacapa, Santa 
Cruz, Santa Rosa, San Miguel and Santa 
Barbara make up the United States' 
lOlli national park. 'I he Santa Barbara 
Channel is a very busy shipping area, and 
die ever-shifting weather conditions can be 
challenging. There are no public moorings 
or all-weather anchorages around the 



islands, and Santa Rosa and San Miguel 
islands often have strong winds. Park 
authorities recommend that one person 
stav on board the boat at all times. Thai 
said, these islands are absolutely stunning 
and well worth the trip. They're under 
strict ecological protection, so you'll need 
a permit to land. For more information on 
the various islands and park procedures, 
visit unviu nps.gov/ chis. 

Wind down your diree-day weekend 
with a trip back to shore and Oxnard's 
Channel Island Harbor. Oxnard 
(34°9'32.74"N 1 19°I3'25.25 , 'W) is a laid- 
back beach town that's a popular weekend 
getaway for Los Angelenos and home to 
the California Slrawbeny Festival. Check 
out the Carnegie Art Museum; lake a wine, 
chocolate and cheese tour; or just try die 
popular Fishermen's Catch restaurant that 
overlooks the channel. 

For all of these trips, preparation 
is not only key, but half the fun. Flan 
your course, check the weather, make 
sure your boat is ready, and file a float 
plan. Then turn oil your cell phone 
and watch three days of decompression 
work their magic. □

THE PRINCESS V62 LOOKS BUTTONED UP BUT 
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KNOWS HOW TO LET LOOSE. BY JAY COYLE 



I'll admit up front that I have been a fan of Princess since my first 
opportunity to sea-trial one of its boats more than a dozen years 
ago. I like I he way the Brits fuss over technical detail and admire 
the English reserve that seems to prevent them from buggering 
their designs with silly paint schemes and Havor-of-the-day styling 
gimmicks. This purity of purpose is why the builder's V-Class 
yachts appeal to me. The designs are whal we once referred to 
here in the colonies as "express cruisers." As I inspected the V62 
it occurred to me just how far this breed of boat has evolved. 

The V62 is one of nine express-style yachts Princess offers 
from 39 to 85 feet. The express cruiser timeline gained traction 
in (lie United Stales in the 1970s as young families gravitated 
to 20-something (foot) family weekenders. By the 1980s, fans of 
the breed had aged a bit and migrated upward to 40 feet. When 
European builders established a beachhead in the Americas 
in die 1990s, a flood of larger express boats followed. At first, 
translation was difficult. European yachtsmen rarely spent the 
night aboard or cared to visit the engine room. Crew were 
packed into closetlike quarters. Today, European builders and 
American yachtsmen have adapted. 

While the "bigger is better"' mantra has been the rule for a 
decade, some supersize designs look awkward. This is not the case 
for an express yacht in the 60-foot class. To my eye this measure 
is something of a sweet spot for those who wish to cruise with 
friends and family Others seem to agree, says James Nobel, vice 
president of Viking Sport Cruisers, the Princess distributor in the 
Americas and the Caribbean. "We are seeing folks with larger 
motoiyachts moving down and folks with smaller expresses that 
would have typically moved up to flybridge boats take a serious 




look at larger expresses ■ all are looking to optimize time on 
the water." 

The V62 is fashionable but she has not been compromised 
by the stylist's pen. Her lines are pleasantly uncluttered and 
incorporate the simple shapes and sensible styling cues that are 
common to the line. Her sheer is relatively straight from stem to 
amidships and then slopes aft. This seems the fashion these days, 
and while it sometimes appears droopy to my eye, that's not the 
case with the V62. The look is not overdone and balances nicelv 
with her deck line and the sweep of her windscreen and arch - 
she's a good-looking boat. 

Her exterior cockpit has a seating area and a table opposite 
a wet bar with a refrigerated drink box and an electric grill. A 
sun pad aft covers the tender garage, which can accommodate 
an 1 1-foot rigid-bottom inflatable. Stairs lead aft to a hydraulic

platform, which can be fitted widi a cradle for a PWC. A 
sliding door/bulkhead opens the exterior cockpit area to the 
air-conditioned bridge. A seating area faces a Hal-panel TV 
on a lift that's hidden in the cabinetwork. Adjustable helm and 
companion seats face a dash that accommodates a single large 
display and a handful of smaller electronics. This might seem 
tight to navigation nerds, but it's fine by me, as is the analog 
instrument cluster, which Nobel suggests was inspired by Aston 
Martin. Overhead, a glass-paneled section of the roof retracts 
widi a push of a button — a convertible — nice! 

Stairs lead belowdecks to the salon/galley area, and the open 
design is illuminated by natural lighting from die windshield 
above. A settee and stools can accommodate six for dining. A 
stair leads aft to the master stateroom, where windows in die 
hull side brighten the full-beam space. With a king-size berth, 
a settee, a vanity and a private head, those moving over from a 
motoryacht will find little compromise here! A guest stateroom 
forward has a queen island berdi and private access to die second 
head. Another guest stateroom has two single berths, and while 
it is a bit tight, it would be ideal for kids. A redesign of this space 
as an office for the first V62 customer in the United States is

now available as an option. Cherry, light oak or walnut joinery in 
gloss or satin finish are offered. 

A hatch in the exterior cockpit sole and a vertical ladder 
allow access to the engine room and machinery space. There is 
headroom and an area for moving about on the centcrlinc, but 
as is typical of the breed, wing tanks and the tender garage make 
other spots a bit tight. There Ls additional access via a hatch in 
the engine room's after bulkhead, which leads to the la/arette 

it's big enough to wiggle through. A Euro-style crew cave in 
the lazarette area is offered; however, I feel this option isn't very 
practical since in tenor panels would need to be removed for 
access to the lazarette. I suggest keeping it simple and using the 
space for stowing cruising supplies and water toys. Nobel expects 
that this will be the choice of most U.S. vachtsmen. 

Princess has six production facilities totaling 1 million 
square feet in Plymouth. England. Like her sisters 1 , the V62's 
design was tweaked with a full-size mock-up and approved for 
production by the company's 46-year-old founder and executive 
chairman, David King. Molding is completed in a dedicated 
area, as are electrical and mechanical subassemblies and interior 
joinery modules. These components are fed to stations where 
JIT (just-in-time) assembly techniques are employed by teams 
of craftsmen dedicated to the completion of individual boats. 
The V62's hull bottom is a solid resin-infused laminate with 
stitched multidirectional fiberglass reinforcement. A network of 




Princess plans a less complicated joystick control. 

While many manufacturers have jumped aboard the pod 
propulsion bandwagon, Princess has embraced a less in- 
vasive approach to enhancing its fleets control systems. 
"We experimented with pods and we just didn't see an 
advantage when we compared their performance to con- 
ventional systems," Nobel says. "The starting point for us 
has always been a properly balanced boat that handles 
well — we feel we've got that" Still, industry promotion 
and the market's fascination with pods has moved Prin- 
cess beyond this. "After really drilling down, we found our 
customers want the benefits of joystick control but don't 
really care what's going on underwater." Princess has been 
working with vendors to develop joystick controls that will 
accomplish the desired result without adding significant 
complication and expense. "While pod systems may be 
easier to deal with from a builder's point of view, they cost 
the customer more money up front and down the road 
in terms of maintenance," Nobel says. "We believe that 
properly designed propulsion systems, variable-speed 
thrusters and joystick control can deliver boat-handling 
confidence without the headaches."

closely spaced fiberglass stringers and web frames provides 
support. Marine plywood structural bulkheads are secured 
with fiberglass tabbing and mechanical fasteners. The V62's 
topsides, superstructure and decks are cored with closed-cell 
foam. Topsides arc offered in white, midnight blue or steel-gray 
gelcoat. Fit and finish inside and out are excellent. 

We conducted our sea trial aboard the V62 in three- to four- 
foot seas and light winds off Palm Beach, Florida. Our test boat 
was fitted with 1,150-horsepower Caterpillar ClBAs. Like all 



Princess yachts I have sea-trialed, die 
V62 is a delight to drive. I cannot think 
of another yacht of her size and type 
that is as responsive she handles like 
a sports car when "cornering" 1 at high speed. This is a credit to 
her designer, Bernard Olesinski, who has penned all of Princess" 
current line. She gets up and goes without a fuss, and I measured 
a top speed of 35.3 knots. At 2100 rprn I recorded a speed of 
31.8 knots on die GPS and a fuel burn of 92 gallons per hour 
on the Cat electronics. Her quiet ride at speed is worthy of note. 
Deep pockets allow for a draft of just 3 feet 8 inches ideal 
for cruising the Bahamas. The standard twin 1,015-horsepower 
Caterpillar C 1 8s will save you about $40,000 and cost you a knol 
at cruise. Nobel says most buyers opt for the upgrade. 

While some European builders have made little effort in 
translation. Princess 1 hands-on management and its 16-year 
relationship with Viking Sport Cruisers has paid dividends. 
Though there are still more V-series yachts wandering the 
Med than U.S. waters, the balance may soon change. Designs 
like the V62 speak a language performance-minded American 
yachtsmen will understand. □

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MMUNITIES OF PARIS — r - 
E GRAY WINTERS AND THE OCCASIONAL FLOOD 
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The romance of Paris is so well known that it's passed common 
knowledge and entered the kingdom of extreme cliche. I am 
almost embarrassed to be as charmed by the City of Lights as 
I am. And yet, I cannot resist the effortless style of Parisians, 
the brasserie windows full of lovingly arranged iced shellfish, 
the sight of bicyclists wielding baguettes, the simple majesty of 
the Tuileries, the ancient streets of Le Marais, the flea market 
at Clignancourt and a hundred other facts of ordinary life in 
this lovely city. When I slip into one of my Walter Mittyesquc 
trances about living in Paris, however, the piece de resistance, for 
me, is the idea of living aboard along the Seine. On my last trip 
to Paris, T decided Fd get a more realistic view of what living 
a board here is like. 

I met Ahab Downer aboard Paros, a 100-foot peniche (cargo 
barge) that's more than a century old and was originally used to 
commercially transport coal, mail, wine, beer and grain. Living 
aboard is a family affair for the Downers Ahab\s father has 
a beautiful Dutch barge, Adriana, on the same quay as Paros, a 
French barge that belongs to Ahab's mother. Port de Suffren, 
where they're tied up, is a stretch of the Seine near the Bir- 
Hakeim metro station, which means that in addition to a lovely 
view of the river and the Beaux Arts architecture of Passy, they 
have the Eiffel Tower looming above their starboard bow. It s 
simply ridiculous and, I immediately realized, unlikely to deflate 
my fantasies one little bit. 

Downer families have been living aboard in Paris since 1980, 
and Paros has most recently been home to Ahab, his wife and 
their two small children. Ahab says there are fewer than 150 live- 
aboard boats in Paris. Just about the only way to get one of diese 
coveted spots is to buy a boat that already has one otherwise 
there is a very, very long waiting list. The mooring fee for a boat 
of Paws 9 size is about €1,000 per month, which is, of course, 
impossibly cheap for a home of this size and space in Paris. 

The pros of life aboard in Paris are undeniable. "The Seine 
creates an open space, not unlike a park," says Ahab. "There 



are no buildings, no people milling about, nothing to block the 
view; the sky; the sun . . . the feeling of open space is a big plus." 
Another benefit is the famous Parisian light reflected oif the 
river. And, of course, should you ever tire of this stunning view, 
your home can move. 

Allah's father cruised Adriana through die canals of Burgundy 
during his first full summer aboard and he still tosses off the 
lines occasionally. Many of the live-aboard boats along the Seine 
don't move at all thev are decorated with flowers, shrubs 
even small trees - deck furniture, bicycles, grills. But there are 
many peniehes that still look shipshape and ready to cruise. 

I can imagine the dilemma. While exploring the canals and 
rivers of France wouh 1 be hard to resist — they're extensive enough 
to provide years of cruising leaving Paris would be nearly 
impossible. And as with any good neighborhood, there's a real sense 
of community among the live-aboards. They keep an eye on each 
Other's barges in bad weadier or when someone goes away for die 
weekend; they host parties and barbecues in the summer months; 
they are friends and neighbors and — - in Ahab's case - family 

Of course, there are some drawbacks to the situation. The 
traffic on the river is steady, and at times the passing lights 
of the highly decorated bateaux mouches full of tourists can be 
annoying. There are occasionally drunk and uninvited guests 
who have to be chased off the deck of Paros, Ahab admits. 
There's no super to call when things go wrong, and this is, 
after all, a boat, with the more complex electrical, tankage 
and other maintenance issues we all know and love. And then 
there are those famously long, gray winters in Paris and the 
occasional flood. 

'*Wt had to take a boat from our boat to reach the quay!" says 
Ahab of last year's flood. 

Four hundred eighty-two miles long, the Seine rises from Saint- 
Seine near Dijon and empties into the English Channel at I*' 
Havre. More than half of its lengdi is navigable by commercial 
boats, though seagoing vessels can come only as far as Rouen,

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about 75 miles upriver from the channel. This tidal section of the 
Seine Maritime is follow ed by a canal with four large locks leading 
to die mouth of the Oise River at ConHans-Saintc-Honorine. 
Multiple locks at Bougival/Chatou and Surcsnes lift vessels to 
the level of the Seine in Paris, where it meets the Maine River. 
(The Paris stretch has 37 bridges!) The average depth of die Seine, 
which is dredged and controlled by locks. is about 31 feet, and 
the current can be brisk. Upstream from Paris eight locks allow 
navigation to meet Monlereau-Faull-Yonne. From here, larger 
ships can continue upstream to Nogent-sur-Seine. After this point, 
die waterway is navigable only by small vessels, and all navigation 
of the river ends completely at Marcilly-sur-Seine. 

Of course, not all die Paris moorings, long-term or transient, 
are along the banks of the Seine. The Port de Plaisance de Paris- 
Arsenal is probably the best known mooring for visiting private 
vessels. The north end of the marina is wonderfully located at the 
foot of the Place de la Bastille. The Bassin de la Villetle, in the 19th 
arrondissement, links die Canal de POuirq to the Canal Saint- 
Martin. Or for a really cenu al mooring (on die Seine) diat reminds 
you every clay thatjwif'ffl on a boaf, in Pairs/ there arc sought-after 
transient spots available in front of the Grand Palais and Place de la 
Concorde, at the eastern end of the Champs Rlysees. Like the long- 
term moorings in Port Suffren, these are managed by VNF (Voies

thing you're likely to do any time soon, you can still plan a 
vacation that gives you a taste of the live-aboard life. The 
vessel Simpatico is a Dutch peniche that has been lovingly 
restored and is available for rent. Living quarters include a 
spacious forward apartment with a bedroom, head, galley 
and extensive salon area (pictured above) totaling more 
than 800 square feet.

I know I have a tendency to romanticize the possibilities of life 
abroad — especially life aboard a boat. But I should have known 
that no one out-romances Paris. Imbecik!^ 
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ahead without forgetting the past. 
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have known John Bayliss since his days as a first-rate 
tournament skipper, and having served as an angler in his 
cockpit, I can tell you that he sweats the details — type 
triple-A! Like many good fish-boat skippers he migrated 
from commercial fishing to a charter boat and then to the 
helm of a tournament boat. As a few of the very best have 
done, he banked his knowledge of fishing and the sea and 
draws on it to build custom tournament boats. This Ls where 
tradition ends, however, because Bayliss Ls one of a new 
breed of North Carolina boatbuilders and a recent launch, 
Uno Max, is one of a new breed of Carolina boats. 
There have always been boats to build on the Outer Banks 
of North Carolina. Small fishing communities like Wanchese 
and Hankers Island still seem frozen in time, since major 
airports and Interstate 95 are inconvenient. Until the boom in 
tournament boats, the local focus was simple: stout boats built 
for the commercial and charter fishing trades. The boats that 
were built for recreational anglers remained genetically simple 
working designs, strip-planked and framed with juniper. By the 
1980s builders began adding an exterior layer of plywood and 
fiberglass to "stiffen and fair things up." A so-called charter finish 
was typically hand-brushed, and there might still be a bit of bark 
left on the frames. 

South Florida tourniiment-boat builders came from humble 
beginnings as well but were jump-started by wealthy anglers who 
vacationed in the area. ' The zen of modern tournament-boat building 
was born in the 1950s at Rybovich & Sons Boat Works in Palm 
Beach. By the 1980s most charter skippers in south Florida couldn't 
afford the boats they had inspired. Skippers in both Florida and 
North Carolina began to enlist in the growing fleet of private boats, 
and the modern tournament 
fishing boat was lx>rn. What 
had once been a regional sport 
expanded to the Bahamas and 
beyond. Bayliss gave up his 
charter boat in 1997 to run 
several tournament boats for 
production-boat companies. 

Bayliss' creations are not 
defined so much by regional 
habit as by experience on 
the tournament circuit. Uno

Mas is Bayliss 1 11th boat since he came ashore to launch his 
boatbuilding business in 2002. From the start, Bayliss has worked 
with Florida-based naval architect Robert Ullberg. "I drew the first 
boat on my kitchen table and drove to Florida to sort her out with 
Robert,' 1 Bayliss said. Today, sketches migrate to the computer 
and are modeled in 3-D. New hull designs are tank-tested, and 
once things are locked in, full-size patterns are cut by computer. 
Gone are the days when a builder ''set up" a boat working from a 
rough pencil sketch and shaped by eye on the shop floor. 

While the products of builders with long histories tend to evolve, 
Bayliss started with a fresh piece of paper. Uno Mas is indeed a 
hybrid and defies even the expert eye attempting to pigeonhole her 
Carolina heritage. She lacks the distinctive regional features of heavy 
tumblehome and strong flam or, as locals prefer, Carolina Flare. The 
complicated compound curves of her deckhouse and bridge are a 
far cry from the practical charter boats of die past, where ease of 
construction led to slab-.sidediie.ss and radii defined by old coffee cans. 
The final product Ls a strikingly beautiful design that is built with a 
respect for purpose and tradition but is thoroughly modern. 

While you may still find the beginnings of a strip-plank boat 
poking out of a shed, boatbuilding on the Outer Banks has matured 
and most builders are working in cold-molded wood or foam-core 
fiberglass. Bayliss prefers wood, because he believes it offers the most 
strength for a given weight. With the performance that tournament 
boats are capable of and the competitive nature of captains, Bayliss 
points out, die challenge is to keep diings togedier. "Our boats 
arc like our kids. ... I don't want any phone calls in the middle of 
the night." As for the mythical ability of wood in terms of raising 
fish: "Wood is good but the captain, male and angler still make the 
difference,"' says Bayliss widi a competitive grin. 

Instead of a repurposed steel building in a landlocked 

industrial park, Bayliss built a first- 
class construction facility and service 

■ 

yard on the waterfront on the southern 
tip of Roanoke Island in Wanchese. 
Bayliss has 20,000 square feet under 
cover, which includes a wood shop, 
a machine shop and a construction 
bay that can accommodate four boats 
as large as 80 feet. It's a modern 
approach to an old-school custom

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Armed with a bank 
loan, John Bayliss 
bought his first fish 
boat in 1977 and went 
to work on the water. 
After five years in the 
commercial and char- 
ter fishing trade, Bay- 
liss was ready to move 
up and commissioned 
Ricky Scarborough 
to build the 47-foot 
Tar Heel. He sold her 
after fishing her for 
1 1 years and had lost 

track of her until recently. "A fellow called and asked me 
if I'd heard of an old Scarborough originally named Tar 
Heel — he wanted to buy her. I said wait a minute, that 
was my boat!" As it turned out, Bayliss bought her. "She 
was rough. ... I'm in the business — I should have known 
better!" She took 12 months to restore, which Bayliss 
points out is six months longer than it took Scarborough 
to build her. I took a look at Tar Heel with John just a 
few weeks after her rechristening. Ricky Scarborough, 
now retired, attended the event. John and his son had 
already fished her in a tournament. She is a jewel box, 
and with her single 1,000 hp, C18 Caterpillar she can 
cruise at 27 knots. "I got a little carried away with her 
restoration," admits John — understandable given the 
man and his passion for the sport. 



boatbuilding model, Bayliss explains. "The economics work, 
so we can shift labor to where it's needed, which helps keep 
continuity in our workforce - - a lot of our craftsmen have been 
here from the beginning." 

Uno Mas was built on a disposable jig. Her hull is diagonally 
planked okoume plywood that is epoxy-glued and screwed three 
layers on her bottom and two on her topsides. Internal support is 
provided by laminated fir longitudinal stringers and three-inch-thick 
okoume/ foam sandwich bulkheads and web frames. The complex 
shape of her house and flybridge arc era lied with an okoume/foain 
sandwich as well. 

Interior and exterior surfaces are covered with fiberglass and 
cpoxy and finished with a linear polyurethane coating. Interior 
nonstructural components are finished in veneer over foam 
coring. The net result is a strong, lightweight structure Uno 
Mas weighs in at 85,000 pounds (diy). 

As is standard practice in the building of tournament boats, 
Uno Mas 1 machinery spaces and lazarette are faired and finished, 
pumps and valves are painted and stainless steel is polished. 
During our sea trial, her two 1 ,925-horsepower Caterpillar C32s 
delivered a top speed of 40.7 knots. These arc the numbers 
competitive captains and anglers are looking for. "We make 
conservative performance predictions," Bayliss says. "You don't 
have to apologize for building a boat that's too fast." 

Uno Mas Ls the most sophisticated boat Bayliss has ever launched. 
'"The owner really wanted something special and I suppose I did 
too," Bayliss admits. "We can build a darn nice tournament boat 
the same size with 20 percent less man-hours." If die goal was to 
prove a point with Uno Mas, John Bayliss has, and in doing so he 
lias raised die regional bar. He approaches boatbuilding with the 
same passion with which he fishes — - type triple-A! □

RESCUES THE BEETLE CAT FROM THE BRINK OF EXTINCTION 

J 
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sailed a Beetle Cat for the first time in 1999 on the Mystic 
River in Mystic, Connecticut. It was one of the Seaport 
Museum's livery fleet and in fine condition. Sharon Brown, 
at die time enthusiastic keeper of die Mystic Boathouse, 
showed me the ropes one halyard for the throat of the 
gaff and one halyard for the peak. She told me to hoist the 
sail by tugging both halyards simultaneously until the throat 
reached maximum hoist, belay that halyard, continue 
raising the peak until all the wrinkles flattened, and then 
belay that halyard. After a few words about minding the 
traffic on the river, Brown sent me on my way. 

A light breeze moved the little hot tub of a boat at a hypnotic 
pace as I lounged on d ie floorboards in her massive cockpit, one 
hand on the tiller and my free arm draped over the coaming. Yes, a 
1 2 -by-6-fbot catboat has a massive cockpit, and aboard the Beetle, 
it feels even larger, because die boat doesn't have benches. This little 
yacht was so stable, especially in the light ah* 1 experienced, that 1 
stayed on the same side of the cockpit for every tack. I might have 
dozed off, but Brown's warning about the small-boat traffic and the 
gentle pressure of weather helm kept my attention. 

John H. Beede designed the Beetle Cat in 1920. His father, 
James Beetle, had founded die Beede Boat Co. in the 19th century 
to make whaleboaLs for die thriving whaling industry in New- 
Bedford, Massachusetts. John Beede respected die many wholesome 
characteristics of the Cape Cod catboats and thought a small 
daysailcr based on die workboat model would make a perfect boat 
for the children in die family His design had the single gaff sail, 
shallow draft, centerboaid and bani-door rudder of her ancestors. 
Her performance in die first season afloat impressed die locals, and 
orders for the model followed. By 1921, the Beede Boat Co. put die 
12-foot catboat into production, employing the assembly line method 
diat allowed die shop to build a 29-foot whaleboat in 18 hours. 

After die Beedes established the design of a boat, they made 
a pattern for each stock part, and then using these patterns, they 
cut the parts, labeled them and placed them at the appropriate 
locations along the assembly line. They built the lapstrake 
whaleboats upside down over male molds, installing the steam- 
bent ribs after the hull had been planked. This method, adapted 
to the carvel construction of the Beetle Cat, allowed the company 
to keep the price widiin reach of the average enthusiast. 



Horace S. Crosby, a boatbuilder in Osteiville, Massachusetts, 
constructed the first (Jape Clod catboat in 1860, and he fashioned 
her to deal with the big seas, strong currents and shoals inherent to 
waters off Chatham, Hyannis, Osteiville and Falmouth. Crosby 
gave his working catboats high bow sections, which contribute to 
the graceful sweep of the sheer line. More important, tiiough, 
the bow helped support the mast, which sits so far forward that 
the shrouds and forestay don't have the best of staying angles. 
Substantial freeboard fonvard also prevents solid water from 
shipping aboard. Although the low freeboard aft complements 
the sheer, its main reason for being is to ease the handling of lines 
and traps. Same for the catboat's generous beam: It enhances 
form stability, so the crew may work wit hout fear of being pitched 
out of the boat. Even aboard the tiny Beede Cat, a person of 
average size standing on the side deck heels die boat only a few 
degrees. The huge single sail made the catboat easy to handle, 
allowing a fisherman to work alone, though he typically carried 
a mate. On die downside, that sail became unmanageable in a 
blow, so the crew had to watch the weather and reef before the 
wind increased and the seas built. 

Racing has been part of the Cape Cod catboats life since the 
beginning. The late Howard L Chapelle in his book American Small 
Sailing Craft (WAV. Notion & Co. Inc.) writes: "... the crews of 
the boats consisted of no more than two men, and the boats were 
raced to market. In other words, shoal draft, speed, seaworthiness, 
weatherliness, handiness ... were necessary features of design." 
Later in the chapter, he tells us that racing, which caused the rigs to 
grow in size and the boats to become truculent, compromised die 
catboat's wholesomeness, tarnishing its reputation. The Beede Cat's 
reputation isn't in any danger of being sullied, because John Beede

Among the many workboat designs adapted to recreationa 
use, the Cape Cod catboat has the strongest personality. 
The big ones, longer than 20 feet, intimidate me, especially 
the traditionally built wooden examples. I remember pad- 
dling my kayak in close proximity to a 25-footer at Brewers 
in Essex, Connecticut, and looking up at her imposing bow. 
I pictured her bearing down on me in twilight, her elliptical 
portlights glowing pale yellow from an oil lamp swinging in 
the salon, the single gaff sail, like a monstrous bat's wing, 
driving her onward as though she were a hideous character 
from Lord of the Rings. Her mast could have done duty as a 
short utility pole, and her boom, thick as a wrestler's thigh, 
extended way too far beyond the transom. The thought of 
reefing that sail sent a shiver racing down my spine. 
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designed it to be as well balanced and -safe as the type permits. 

Some sources reckon that more than 4,000 Beetle Cats 
populate the world and that most of them live along the East 
Coast from Maine to New Jersey I seldom argue with "sources," 
and I've seen enough of these charming 12-footers during my 
travels to accept the veracity of this figure. Every time I see a 
Beetle Cat under sail or dancing around its mooring ball, I want 
one. They are downright lovable die plumb stem and proud 
bow like the "pug-nosed dream" in the tune "Polka Dots and 
Moonbeams." Sailing one simply increases my desire. 

Bill Womack, the 68-year-old CEO of Beetle Inc. and an 
energetic fireplug of a man, treated me to my second sail aboard 
a Beede, diis time on Buzzards Bay off Wareham, Massachusetts. 
Very light air, the occasional sprinkle of nun and the threat of 
a thunderstorm from the west urged us to abandon the outing, 
but the occasional puff teased us into chasing even* patch of cat's 



paws we saw. In spite of its two-to-one beam/length ratio, die 
Beede Cat doesn't have very much wetted surface area relative 
to the power of its 100-square-foot galT sail. The Beetle ghosted 
along rather nicely another characteristic diat endeared catboats 
to the working w atermen of Cape Cod before the advent of small 
internal combustion engines. 

Beetle Inc., now located in an industrial park in Wareham rather 
than the waterfront, is the fourth incarnation of the company. 
John Beede died in 1928, leaving his daughter, Ruth, to assume 
management of the Beede Boat Co. She oversaw the company's 
transition from building whaleboats to Beetle Cats, which 
continued until World War II interrupted production. After the 
war, Ruths brother, Cad, became interested in the development 
of fibcr-rcinforced plastic as a boatbuilding material, and he 
transferred the rights and tide of the catboat to the Concordia Co. 
of South Dartmouth, Massachusetts ~* ushering in the era of Leo

J. Telesmanick, the legendary craftsiruin who 
ran the Beetle shop at Concordia. 

Although the Concordia Co. changed 
hands twice during Telesmanick's tenure, 
which lasted until 1983, the Beede Cat 
division remained part of the package until 
Charlie York bought it in 1993. He ran the 
operation until 2003 but couldn't keep up 
with the demand for new boats, off-season 
storage and repairs. That's when VVomack 
bought Beetle Inc. 

Wumack is a civil engineer. Although lie 
was born and raised in Alabama, he can 
trace his roots to the Mayflower's landing at 
Plymouth Rock. During the 1950s, he visited 
Cape Cod with his parents and remembers 
seeing Beetle Cats everywhere. After earning 
his degree from Georgia 'lech, he spent four years in the Navy, 
some of that in Vietnam working with SEAL teams. 

U T got out of the Navy in 1970," he said, "and I've been building 
highways and bridges ever since." He worked for die Peiini Corp. out 
of its office in Framingham, Massachusetts. In 1998, he abandoned 
die corporate world and began a consulting business, which he 
continues to run. "This boatbuilding thing is a whole other story." 

In 2002, Womack commissioned Charlie York to build a new 
Beede for him, and by the spring of 2003, it still wasn't finished. 
VVomack told York that he was going to pick up the boat, done 
or not, and during the course of their conversation at the shop, 
York said diat, for die right money, Womack could buy die whole 
operation. Boat in tow, VVomack headed for home. 

"I was 1 0 minutes up the road," Womack said. "I called him, and it's 
die only time in six months he answered die damn phone.*' Womack 
returned to die shop, and widiin 15 minutes he ;uid York made a 
handsh;tkc deal. Under York's management. Beede Inc. built diree 
or four boats a year, stored maybe 25, and gl ossed about $150,000 
annually. Since VVomack has been CEO, the company Mores 180 
boats, builds 10 to 12 new ones annually and has a diriving business 




in repair. The crew also lias built an Alerion, a 
28-foot Hanley cathoat, a Beede Cat 14 ;uid a 
healthy number of flat-bottom skiffs. Gross 
earnings have reached about SI million annually. 
lt Every penny we're making, we're putting right 
back into the business," Womack said. 

Beetle Inc. is a genuine production shop, 
building catboats the way the original 
Beetle Boat Co. did. "If we're handcrafting 
everything from scratch,'' Womack said, 
"nobody could buy one." The shop makes all 
of the parts early in the fall and starts building 
boats right after Thanksgiving. "We'll work 
eight to 10 weeks and put 12 boats togedier," 
Womack said. "It takes five or six weeks to get 
them through finish." 

At the Leo J. Telesmanick Championship 
Regatta, run out of the Weekapaug Yacht Club in Westerly, 
Rhode Island, diis past August, I spoke with one woman who 
lived within sight of the race course and had been watching 
Beetles for years. She longed to have a boat of her own, and when 
the youngest of her children entered adulthood, she bought a 
Beetle. She raced the regatta with her teenage daughter. One 
of Beede Inc.'s customers bought his seventh catboat when he 
was 91. He'd courted his wife in a Beetle prior to World War II, 
where he was a hero in the Pacific theater. 

Beede Cats are so appealing that diey have a life of their 
own. The International Yacht Restoration School {uruw.iyrs.org) 
in Newport, Rhode Island, restores a handful of Beetles every 
year, buying parts from Beetle Inc. The New England Beede Cat 
Boat Association (wwuibeetlecat.org) provides owners and would- 
be owners a place to get advice and make contact with other 
enthusiasts. Now that VVomack and his band of craftsmen have 
the reins at Beetle Inc., the class has a bright future. 

"I don't really own this boat shop," Womack said. "I'm the 
caretaker of this boat." □

can include a depression and a world war in their histories. 
There are even fewer in which the founding family has 
managed to keep sawing wood throughout. In fact, 
only one comes to my mind Huckins Yacht. How Is 
this possible given the fragile economy of boatbuilding? 
Cindy Purcell will tell you it's all about family and her 
grandfather, the yard's founder, frank Pembroke Huckins. 

The title of Huckins' memoir. Boats and Women: 
The History of My Life, offers a sense of the man's wit. 
"Granddaddy tended to \say it like it was' before it was 
the fashion, " said Purcell, who now runs the yard with 
her husband. Buddy It was his persistence, however, that 
served him best. It took die patina of two marriages before 
he met his match and several successes and failures in 
business before he focused on his life's passion boats. 

Horn in east Boston in 1886, Huckins credited his 
father (a lumberyard owner) for his business instinct 
and his mother for his creativity. Huckins claimed that 
he pedaled his lathe "several times around the world" 
and thai neighborhood kids wondered what "Huck the 
cellar boy" was up to. Huckins built a rowboat at age 12 
and by age 15 was operating what he described as "a 
water taxi service for the lovelorn." One of his creations, 
a small brass cannon, almost caused his expulsion from

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Harvard. "Granddaddy fired the cannon from his dorm room 
window and it Hew out, just missing his professor on the street 
below,"' Purcell explained. 

Huckins was a lackluster student; however, his mechanical 
ability impressed professor Lionel S. Marks, autiior of r ITie 
Mechanical Engineer 's Manual the bible of the breed. Huckins 
credited Marks with teaching him die skills to imagine, research 
and create. Huckins left school to work in the lumberyard for a 
dollar a day; and when his father passed away he took charge - - he 
was just 20. After selling the family business, Huckins cruised a 38- 
II »ot displacement design he had built to Florida, where he invested 
in a lumber mill that became home to the Florida Fairform Finish 
— precursor to his Fairform Flyer yacht brand. 

By 1927 the Florida land boom was bust, as was Huckins. 
When all seemed lost, Huckins married the love of his life, Betty 
Archibald, and set his mind to boats. With borrowed money he 
launched his boatbuilding business in 1928 and acted on his 
dream to design and build a seagoing planing boat. Huckins' 
avant-garde approach to boatbuilding was clear from the start. 
Instead of a traditional multipiece keel 
with a separate stem timber, all were 
laminated as one. Copper rivets secured 
single-planked topsides and double 
diagonal bottoms. Hull No. 1 measured 
42 feet and was completed in July 1928. 
She cruised at 20 knots with a pair of 
125-horsepower gasoline engines.

Granddaddy didn't care for brightwork 



Huckins skippered his new boat to New England lo display the 
yard's capabilities. When tire magnate David M. Goodrich saw her, 
he addressed Huckins directly. <c Young man, 1 understand that you 
build an excellent boat. ... We have mutual friends to whom I have 
talked and 1 would like you to build me a boat.' 1 Goodrich bought 
Hull No. 1 for $15,000 and became a good customer. A booth at 
die 1929 New York Boat Show yielded six orders, and to keep pace. 
Huckins developed a modular approach to construction. 

The stock market crash cost Huckins several contracts, and 
he spent hours at the drawing board figuring out ways to make 
his boats more affordable. The first were simply smaller designs 
(a 25-footer for $2,000) but he sought economy in larger boats 
as well. Engines were mounted on I-beams supported by the 
engine room bulkheads, and Huckins experimented with a belt 
driven V-drive. Innovations like these improved performance 
and simplified construction. Huckins melded his methods into a 
standard the yard would follow for the next two decades. 

When Huckins built you a boat there was little give-and-take 



hulls were gray, superstructures were blue, and the interiors 
were cream. "Granddaddy didn't care for brightwork — he 
wanted his boats to be used ... not worked on." Huckins was also 
aware of the negative effect excess weight had on performance. 
"Granddaddy felt his boats came with everything you needed 
you put your feet in the boat and got under way/ 1 said Purcell, 
w ho remembers Huckins hanging out his office window, chiding 
customers with a bullhorn for overprovisioning their boats. 
"Even though he was irascible, his customers loved him." 

By the 1950s Huckins had moved lo its current location on the 
Ortega River in Jacksonville, Florida, but die future of the family 
business was in doubt. Huckins" son, Pembroke, had tried to work 
with his father but the two never sorted out a relationship. It would 
be Huckins' stepson, the late Ken Archibald (PurceHs father), who 
carried the torch through the 1960s and 1970s. When Huckins 
passed away in 195 1 , George Pillsbury (who had helped build hull 
No. 1 ) managed the shop, and Ray Teller guarded the secrets of 
the Quadraconic hull form, developed by Bob Steward, whom 
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Frank Huckins felt the Navy took him for a ride. 

In 1 940 the Navy was fed up with its fledgling PT program, 
since the boats were pounding themselves to pieces. 
When Frank Huckins offered to build it a proper boat, the 
Navy offered to "loan" him the engines. Huckins began 
design and construction simultaneously. "I hung over my 
drawing board to the tune of 91 hours a week until I was 
about blind, wholly crazy and my ability to absorb Scotch 
practically gone forever!" Huckins was not satisfied with 
his 72-foot PT's first sea trial. "She had the flexibility of 
front-row chorus girls and wagged her tail like Fairfa" 
(the yard dog). Huckins solved the problem with an oak 
"belly band" chine. In the Navy's competition — dubbed 
the "Plywood Derby" — Huckins' design outperformed 
the pack. He claimed to have earned $28.60 for his effort! 
Huckins was given just 18 of 511 PT boat orders, which 
inspired his "shirt letter" at war's end. In it, he suggested 
that a "miracle" seemed to occur when his innovations 
in design suddenly appeared on his competitors' boats. 
"We have played the game on the square," Huckins 
wrote. "No aunts run any cafeterias. ... No mothers-in-law 
have leased us electric drills. ... We have done our job. ... 
We are entitled to far more than we shall have made. ... 
Our shirt is now at your disposal!"

"When Buddy and I came into die picture in the 1970s, Dad, 
George and Bob were our mentors," Pureell said. When die Pureells 
took charge of die yard in the 1 980s the market was changing. "We 
knew we had to adapt to survive and we built die sorts of boats our 
customers asked for." Pureell said. So began the yard's evolution 
beyond Frank Huckins' singular vision of die perfect boat. One 
example, Pureell said, is Hybridges. "Granddaddy hated them 
because he fell diey added too much weight lie called them 
Roman chariots." Some of the yard's new creations were truly 
unique. The 50-foot motoryacht Island Queen was outboard-powered 
while the 78-foot Princess Pat had surface drives. 

Many of these designs were based on Steward's new wide-body 
Quadraconic hull form. Steward also shepherded the yard to cored 
fibeiglass construction and engineered die largest cored fiberglass 
boat of its day - the 76-foot motoiyacht Deep Stuff launched in 1 977. 
While die yard stayed busy; it was a difficult period for the Huckins 
brand. lt If we built a tra< litioi udly styled Huckins, people didn't realize 
our construction was state-of-die-art ... If we built a modern sport- 
fisher, they'd say it wasn't really a Huckins," Pureell said. 

In 1994 the Purceils went back to the drawing board, 
refreshing a handful of classic Huckins designs. A sports-car 

nut, Pureell had noticed that small, two- 
seat, English-style cars were making a 
comeback. "It seemed people were open 
to retro styling and we had the real deal 
buried in our files," Pureell said. The 
designs they reintroduced were a hit, 
particularly my favorite, the Adantic 44. 

While it's pleasant to reminisce, 
Pureell will tell you that there's really 
no such tiling as "the good old days*' in 
boatbuilding the business has always 
had its ups and downs. "Granddaddy 
had to fight for customers ... So do 
we. You've got to be persistent.*' Frank 
Huckins summed it up best. "Anyone 
who owns a boat is only a little less crazy 
than the man who tries to build them." 
We're lucky that craziness for boats runs 
in the Huckins and Pureell families. □

"Look at this," 

I said to no one in particular. I was alone on the dock at the 
Newport Shipyard admiring some of the yachts in the 2010 
Newport Brokerage Show. The profile looked familiar - - short 
ketch rig, springy sheer line, upright pilothouse, cambered coach 
roof and the sweetly curved stem struggling to go plumb. A 
heartbeat before 1 congratulated my power ot recall. I read the 
name board on the side of the house - William Hand. Of course. 

Capt. Joe Talbot of Midcoast Yacht Brokerage (wuw 
. midcoastyachl, com) in Camden, Maine, poked his head out of the 
pilothou.se door to say hello. 

"Permission to come aboard?" 

Talbot nodded, and by then, my colleagues were at my back, 
sighing more loudly than a 15-knot wind in the rigging. Maybe 
20 seconds after I stepped into the salon, 1 was ready to move 
aboard. Failing that, which was inevitable because she's on die 
market for $2.3 million, I w anted to write a feature story about 
this 60-foot motorsailer - - 63 feet if you count the bowsprit and 
anchor roller. Everyone agreed, so here we are a year and 
most of a day aboard William Hand later — - to share with you. 

The Hodgdon Brothers, East Boothbay; Maine, built W illiam 
Hand in 1933/1934. Her owner christened her Bluebill II, since 




she was a replacement for his first Bluebill, a 55-footer also 
designed by Hand and built by Hodgdon in 1928. 1 found the 
first Bluebill listed for sale, without a price quoted, in Hand's 
brokerage advertisement in the January 1933 issue of Yachtinc;. 

William Hand was a versatile and prolific designer who 
frequently took inspiration for his designs from workboats of 
the period, and the focus of his enthusiasm at a given time 
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LOA: 63 6" 
LWL: 59'0"

"JIMMY" RULES! 

The 6-71 's siren song at full chat seduced generations of yachtsmen 



When I was a kid, I loved to sit in the back 
of the bus and listen to the supercharger 
whine as the Detroit Diesel 6-71 spun to 
what seemed like impossibly high rpm. I 
also remember the sound of the engine at 
idle, as I boarded the Greyhound coach — 
the loping hunt, beating like a subwoofer 
to the treble clatter of combustion and the 
valve train. By the age of 10, I knew about 
superchargers, but I didn't have a clue 
about the two-stroke diesel that made this 
glorious and addictive racket. 

Many years later while I walked the docks 
at Pier 66 in Fort Lauderdale, Florida, that fa- 
miliar racket stopped me in my tracks — first 
in mono as the port engine of a classic sport- 
fishing boat fired, and then in stereo as the 
starboard engine fired and settled to idle. 
I wanted those engines in my fantasy boat. 
Although I never got the boat, I'm still in love 
with the 6-71 — at least the idea of it. 

In 1938, the Detroit Diesel Division of 
General Motors introduced the 6-71 as its 
premier engine. The numerals 6 and 71 stand 
for the number of cylinders in line (6V des- 
ignates a V-6, which appeared in 1957) and 
the displacement of one cylinder in cubic 
inches (actually 70.93 cubic inches). Every 
engine in the 71 series had a bore of 4.25 
inches and a stroke of 5.0 inches. Tuned for 
commercial duty, it produced 165 horse- 



power. The battle-rated version made for 
the U.S. Navy developed 225 horsepower. 
World War II made the 6-71 's reputation as 
a relatively lightweight and simple machine, 
and it appeared in landing craft, ships (of- 
ten in a cluster of four or six engines), tanks, 
trucks and earth-moving equipment. Stan 
Grayson in his book Engines Afloat (www 
.devereuxbooks.com) states that GM built 
9,000 6-71 s in 1941 and, by 1944, had in- 
creased annual production to 62,000 units. 
That figure does not include the engines 
made for Gray Marine. The grand total for 
the war years was about 1 00,000 engines. 

The 6-71 makes a unique sound be- 
cause it's a two-stroke diesel. Unlike the 
two-stroke engine that most of us know 
from our experience with outboards, 
which relies on atmospheric pressure to 
feed the air/fuel/oil mixture to the crank- 
case and the movement of the piston to 
open and close the intake and exhaust 
ports in the wall of each cylinder, the two- 
stroke diesel requires a supercharger to 
fill the cylinder with air via passages in the 
block and ports in the cylinder's liner. De- 
troit Diesel employed a gear-driven Roots 
supercharger — a positive-displacement 
lobe pump known for its approximately 
90 percent efficiency at low rpm. The 
Roots blower allowed the 6-71 to develop 



maximum torque and horsepower at the 
same rpm — about 2000. 

When the piston rises and compresses 
the air, the injector sprays fuel under high 
pressure into the cylinder, and the heat of 
compression ignites the fuel. Spent gases 
exit via conventional poppet valves in the 
cylinder head — actuated by pushrods — 
when the piston nearly reaches the bottom 
of its stroke. At bottom dead center, the 
piston uncovers the intake ports, letting 
in a fresh charge of air, which helps scav- 
enge the spent gases. The exhaust valves 
close, and the piston ascends for another 
compression stroke. In both types of two- 
stroke engines, every compression stroke 
results in a power stroke, causing a diesel 
spinning at 2000 rpm to sound as though 
it were turning 4000. Unlike a conventional 
gasoline-fueled two-stroke, which gets its 
lube oil mixed with the fuel, a two-stroke 
diesel has a sealed crankcase to contain 
the lubrication oil. 

Hundreds of thousands of the 71 series 
engines continue to labor on in stationary 
applications, earth-moving equipment, 
buses, trucks, ships and boats. Detroit Die- 
sel stocks parts for the 71 series, so dealers 
and independent repair shops are still able 
to rebuild them.

determined the type of boat he designed and marketed. I ie also 
built and used boats he designed, which allowed him to evaluate 
them and make changes to subsequent yachts for his clients. 

Prior to World War I, Hand focused on V-bottom powerboats, 
which he based on the Chesapeake Hay deadrise workboals. 
After the war, schooners caught his fancy, and he studied die 
Gloucester fishing schooners for inspiration. Compared with the 
Gloucester's relatively deep forefoot and shallow keel, Hand's 
schooners have a cutaway forefoot and a deeper keel, the foot of 
which gels deeper as it goes aft. Hand avidly liked sword fishing 
and drew IWiistler, a 61 -footer, for that purpose. In fact, he 
made a successful business of fishing and every year built a new 
schooner, used her for a season and then sold her. 

His experience swordfishing taught him that the deep body 
of a schooner's hull made a steady platform for a harpooner 
and his lookout aloft, but the fishing boat didn't need the deep 
keel and large sail plan of his schooners. Although the shapely 
underbody of Hand's schooners made them easily driven and 
seakindly under sail, the motorsailers he envisioned would 
spend more time upright or at a moderate angle of heel and 
required different waterlines. He got the underbody he wanted 
by extending the waterline of the schooners, which shortened 
the overhangs. The cutaway forefoot and substantial drag of 
the schooners' keel evolved into a relatively deep forefoot and 
nearly level keel on the motorsailer. He switched the rig to 
a ketch, decreased the total sail area and relied on powerful 
Hall-Scott gasoline engines for most of the motive force. The 



smaller rig would stabilize the boats in beam seas and allow the 
skipper to heave-to. 

Even at maximum speed, these hulls barely disturbed the 
water's surface the modest bow wave dissipating long before 
it developed into a noticeable quarter wave. On the other hand, 
the slack bilges and narrow beam at the waterline allowed (he 
motorsailers to roll in beam seas, especially under power with 
the sails furled. Hoisting the sails reduced the toll, but not 
significantly unless die wind blew hard enough to keep the sails 
full and drawing. 

Capt. Philippe See (pronounced "say"'! welcomed me aboard 
William Hand at Strouts Point Wharf Co., South Frecport, Maine, 
on a bright, warm and nearly windless morning this p;ist August. 
Exploring a bit of Casco Bay seemed like the perfect way to get 
acquainted with the William Hand, because it's a lovely place to 
cruise and Mr. Hand was born in Pordand in 1875. 

From the Hoat to the boarding step to the wide side deck, 
climbing aboard the William Hand was easy On the other 
hand, 1 had to step over a fairly high sill and .luck through 
the height-challenged door to reach the pilothouse. That little 
bit of effort rewarded me with sights and smells of another 
era. Just as I remembered from my first visit a year before, the 
woodwork glowed like the finest U.S. Grade- A Light Amber 
maple syrup, the chrome-plated instrument bezels scattered 
spikes of reflected sunlight in every direction, and the six-spoke 
chrome-plated steering wheel still made me think of Vitruvian 
Man. The vintage instruments set into a chrome-plated panel

on the dashboard were in plat e w hen the 
current owner boughi the bnai. They 
may be original, or at least from the 
correct period. A vintage brass binnacle, 
housing a rebuilt compass from the 
1 930s, sits forward of the dashboard, and 
its height, I discovered later, let me "see'' 
the heading while I scanned the water in 
front of the bow A taller helmsman may 

not be able to do this, because the compass probably would be 
out of his peripheral vision. 

A pair of w icker chairs beckoned from the starboard side of 
the house. I settled onto the soft cushion of the forward one 
and leafed through an album of photos from the restoration 
work. The William Hand had been rebuilt below the waterline, 
using Monel fastenings, before the current owner bought her. 
Green Marine did the remaining work at the Royal River Boat 
Yard, because Walter Green's yard didn't have the physical 
space. Workers hauled the boat and built a shed around her, 
where she lived for more than two years while work progressed. 



She received new deck beams, carlins, ribs and an entirely 
new deck, using two layers of marine plywood set in epoxy 
resin, and finished with three-quarter-inch teak, also set in 
epoxy. Epoxy mixed with graphite forms the black seams 
between the teak planks. Her laminated oak stem is new and 
so is the double-planked leak transom. About a third of the 
original planking above the waterline was in great shape and 
was retained. All of the new fastenings above the waterline are 
made of silicon bronze. Although the pilothouse was in good 
condition, the trunk cabin and a lot of the interior joinery 
required refurbishing. 
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Old wooden boats captivate us for a wide variety of reasons: 
Most of the structure is right there to see, reassuring us of 
the boats' integrity; their relatively narrow beam creates a 
wonderful coziness; the general arrangement plans are logical 
and suit the boat's use; the wood absorbs sound and insulates the 
accommodations from the cold sea; and the smell of oil-based 
paint and varnish always lingers, however faintly. 

The beam of William Hand is about a quarter of the 
waterline length, and the hull is deep. Descending the steps to 
the salon forward of the pilothouse took me to what seemed 
like an impossible depth. The stairs are fairly narrow and the 
pitch a bit steeper than is customary aboard modern yachts, 
but the salon surprised me. Although it's deep within the hull, 
the white tongue-and-groove overhead and ceilings reflect 
most of the natural light streaming through the portholes in 
the topsides, the deadlights along each side of the trunk cabin 
and the butterfly hatch in the overhead. All this whiteness also 
makes the best of the electric light at night. The dinette on 
the port side seems large enough to seat six at the drop-leaf 
table if you place a couple of chairs at 
die inboard side. Opposite the dinette is 
the pilot berth /settee. 

The galley, spanning the full beam 
forward of the salon and head, lias 
the sink and counter on the port side, 
Norcold refrigerator/ freezer on the 
centerline and stove on the starboard 
side. The cooking area is relatively tight 
and seamanlike, giving die chef a variety 
of options for bracing himself in rough 
seas. The modern appliances don't look 
out of place, I suppose, because diey're 
useful, and what good is having a lovely 
old yacht that you can't use? 

Tucked into the bow of the William 
Hand, the crew's quarters are a perfect 
spot for a trio of children. The cork 
sole will withstand a lot of abuse, and 
it's naturally anti-slip. Stacked berths 
line the port side, and a single berth 
atop a couple of stowage lockers 
fills the starboard side. The kids will 
love going topside via the vertical 
ladder and raised hatch, as much as 
the professional crew of the 1930s 
probably disliked the exit. 

Keeping the crew and owners at opposite ends of the boat 
is an ancient tradition, so Hand placed the ow ner's stateroom 
abaft the pilothouse and the machinery space beneath it. 
Maybe at the owners request or maybe because certain circles 
of the yachting world frowned upon co-mingling of the sexes, 
this yacht doesn't have a genuine double berth — only the 
convertible dinette in the salon, but I doubt that it's original. In 
the master, a single berth on each side nesdes hard against the 
hull, separated at the foot by a settee. 

Each berth has wide drawers under it and each berth has 
a fold-up night table at the head. Wake early on a dreary day 
at the anchorage, prop yourself on a pile of luxurious pillows 
and wait for the crew to deliver coffee and a scone. If the book 
dial you'd been reading the night before beckons from the 



night table, read for an hour before giving the order to weigh 
anchor. If you wake to bright sunlight and a light breeze from 
the butterfly hatch on the centerline and the portholes adjacent 
to your berth, take coffee and a scone in the pilothouse or the 
salon. Not a minute to lose on such a fine day. 

By the lime I'd exhausted my fantasy lour, See announced our 
departure by firing the Detroit Diesel 6-7 1 engine. It burst into 
life before the crankshaft completed a single full revolution (see 
'"Jimmy" Rules" on page 57). As the engine wanned, we cast off 
our lines and then gently motored aw ay from die float. 

Just as I had expected, the only way to fill die sails in die very 
light air was to build apparent wind under power, so we left them 
furled. A pity, in part, because I would have enjoyed seeing what 
soil of numbers the B&G sailing instruments showed. Taking 
advantage of the motor half of the William Hand, we "husded" 
right up to hull speed and enjoyed her graceful progress 
through the calm sea. Boats of this ilk require patience from the

helmsman. She refuses to be rushed and makes sure you don't try 
to hurry through any maneuver by being stiff on die helm and 
slow to turn. Considering the 30 feet, or so, of cable between 
the wheel and die rudderpost, I'm surprised she steers at all 
widiout power assist. No matter; we weren't running a slalom or 
navigating a sea of lobster pots. 

As we closed on our place at Strouts Point Wharf, I savored 
the short lime aboard and imagined what I would change. All 
of her mechanical systems are modern, save the engine, though 
the 6-7 1 is postwar and definitely an upgrade over the original 
gasoline engine. Power steering? Maybe, but would you add 
power steering to your restored 1933 Rolls-Royce Silver Cloud? 
I chose leaving her as she is, and I still want to move aboard. 
Now, where will I put my office? □

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Satori eschews extravaganc

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In %en Buddhism, the ultimate spiritual goal is satori.

without satori, there can be no Zen. Rather than resulting from 
a vision, an action or some other physical experience, however, 
satori suddenly comes upon a believer. It's often likened to an 
intellectual awakening, a realization of the deep meaning behind 
a person's role in the universe. 

While we won't try to make a connection between spiritual 
enlightenment and yacht ownership, the 164-foot Heesen 
Satori does, in an interesting way, echo that Zen tenet. Satori 
shows that luxury need noi be achieved through overt action or 
ostentation. In fact, her design philosophy holds that luxury is 
far more successfully achieved when individual elements that are 
alternately simple and sophisticated come together as a whole. 

Simplicity and sophistication may seem like contradiclory 
eoncepts, and typically they are. But not in this case. They were die 
strongest impressions that interior designer Rcmi Tcssicr of Remi 
Tessier Design had upon meeting die owner. While the two had not 
previously worked together, the owner had seen some of the interiors 
that Tessier had created for both sailing yachts and motoryachts. 
He was attracted to the materials and tones that Tessier chose for 
those projects. "My inspiration always comes from the nature and 
the personality of the client," Tessier says. "I developed for him 
a personal, exclusive custom interior widi a mix between purity, 
elegiuice and sophistication in an overall warm, casual aUnosphere." 
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Everywhere you look aboard Satori, the scene is serene, thanks 
to an abundance of natural colors. The designer employed 
wenge, spruce and ebony, sometimes as bleached panels, and 
other times as trim so they wouldn't be more prominent than 
the cream-colored suede, white leathers and other tones and 
textures. The highly sophisticated palladium leaf (think gold leaf, 
except using the silvery-white rare metal instead) and custom 
glasswork call some attention to themselves but also contribute 
to making the rooms as a whole feel a particular way. 

A good example is the master suite. Forward on the main deck, 
it contains low furnishings, like otiier areas aboard, to emphasize 
the sense of space. To enhiuice this feeling, the owner and Tessier 
selected polished steel, palladium leaf and mirrored panels to 
relied the sunlight streaming in through the windows. The builder 
says die materials posed a challenge, but to see die result, you'd 
never know. In combination with the natural tones of the rest of 
the room's decor, they create a soothing, sensory experience. 

As sophisticated as the decorative palette is, the open plan of the 
master suite brings back Satoifs casual nature. The arrangement is 
quite a change from Heesen "s other deliveries - and most other 
builders' megayachts, whether custom or not. Rather than have 
the en suite bath, study and sleeping area as individual rooms, 
they're all visible to one another. A 46-inch TV acts as a partial 
partition between the stateroom and bath, rising from cabinetry 
( ioneealcd sliding doors lake care of the rest. 

Another area where Safari's dual personality shines is the main 
salon. It's divided into three distinct zones. Direcdy inside die 
afterdeck doors is a chic, onyx-top bar, backlit with LEDs that 
change color to create different moods. It's also lit from underneath, 
creating an optical illusion that it floats in place. (On a related side 
note, lighting is a key element aboard Satori. All lighting is either 
recessed, so that no bulbs are visible, or it gradually changes color 
to set the atmosphere.) A circular dining area comes next, rather 
than the traditional living-room-like area, which is the farthest 
forward of die three zones. But just because die dining area looks 
like a dining area doesn't mean it is. To suit the owners desire for 
more lounging and relaxing space, especially given the proximity 
of the bar, the table is adjustable, and lowers to become a large 
coffee table. When high style and privacy are in order, custom 
chiseled and silvered glass partitions, created by French glass artist 
Bernard Pictet, can slide into position around the tabic and chairs. 
They complement die palladium-leaf overhead. 

Similarly transformed from simple to sophisticated is die 
skyloungc. As a customary upper salon, it features a circular coffee 
table accompanied by a large C-shape settee custom designed by 
Tessier. To more readily switch to lounge mode, the leather-clad 
settee splits into three individual ones, which can be repositioned 
in a variety of ways. Guests can take in the views through the 
sole-to-overhead windows aft and to each side, or they can face 
the onyx-top bar forward. Just like the bar on the main deck, the 
onyx is additionally backlit will) LF.Ds thai ehange color, making 
the room more of a mod floating club. Curved ebony screens 
slide quietly across the full-height windows when the occupants 
want privacy. When moved into place, they strike a strong 
contrast against interspersed palladium-leaf panels. A little extra 
visual stimulation comes courtesy of a magic mirror television. 
Only when the screen Ls on do you realize the television is housed 
behind a reflective wall surface, a treatment that's increasingly

popular on many megayachts these days. 

FiVen with what Tessier terms as "not one or two particular 
examples, hut one thousand details that have been pushed 
forward" by the owner, Safari retains elements created by 
Heesen. The yacht is the first launch in Heesen's 50-meter 
semidisplacement series. The yard reports that she is capable of 
a top speed of 21-knots, making her among the fastest yachts in 
her size range. Take a look at the specifications of yachts with 
the same overall length and similar tonnage, and you'll note that 
several yachts featuring the same all-aluminum construcrion 
are a few knots slower. Only composite yachts akin to Safari are 
achieving this performance. 

Heesen's design work is also evident in the nearly 754-square- 
foot sun deck. A virtual beach club suspended above the sea, 
it has a Jacuzzi tub forward (though custom designed to sit 
lower, since the owner didn't want its edges interrupting the 
sleek profile of Safari), with plentiful sun pads around it. More 
sunning space is fully aft, purposely occupying nearly the entire 
beam. Alfresco dining and cocktails can be enjoyed in the shade 
of the radar arch, with a convenient cooking area for the crew. 



Fa-cii with his captain, Mark Lacey, serving as his on-site 
project manager, "the owner visited the yard often and was 
very much involved in the project/' explains Fabio Ermetto, 
Heesen's sales and marketing director. Whether through 
personal meetings or information conveyed by Lacey, the 
owner held his standards very high. "In the construction of 
this yacht,'' Lacey said, "there has been emphatically no place 
for the response 'this is not possible,' and we have approached 
the entire build with this inspiration in mind." Lacey credits 
the design and build teams for working extremely hard to 
fulfill each requirement, and there were plenty. Ermetto 
agrees: "There were a lot of changes, some major, requested 
by the owner during construction, where the shipyard always 
managed to give a positive answer." 

Having Safari delivered on time surely gave a sense of 
satisfaction to the owner and the yard. But so too did receipt of 
the prestigious Prix du Design award at the Monaco Yacht Show 
in September. It's presented each year to a yacht deemed to be 
the most innovative and distinguished. Considering that nearly 
40 new yachts, motor and sail, debuted alongside Safari at the 
show, it was an impressive achievement. □

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AIS Reloaded The merits and dangers 

of Class B AIS By David Schmidt 



t's a timeless scenario: Two vessels converg- 
ing in the night. Offshore this generally isn't 
an issue, provided that both w atches are at- 
tentive. Trouble brews, however, when tired 
eyes, confined waters and myriad recreational 
vessels are involved. Necessity sparked inno- 
vation, which led to the Automatic Identifica- 
tion System (AIS), an electronic system diat 
automatically broadcasts — and tracks — 
^ germane navigational information between 
vessels. While AIS has undoubtedly added a sig- 
nificant safety margin, several important questions 
emerge for yachtsmen: Namely, how visible is your 
yacht's AIS signal to a ship's bridge, and how much 
safely margin does it provide? 

The answer depends largely on where you're 
operating and whether you use a Class A or Glass 
B AIS system. While both systems were designed 
to increase situational awareness and to facilitate 
direct communication between vessels, they achieve 
this in different ways, with differing results. 

Some background: Class A -VIS was primarily 
designed to help professional mariners avoid 
ship-to-ship collisions, and the International 
Maritime Organization (and some local authorities 
controlling commercial vessels: has mandated 
thai ii be installed aboard all SOLAS-class (Safety 
of Life at Sea) ships. Class A AIS relies on the 
self-organized, tune-division, multiple-access 
(SOTDXLV system for channel access, which is 
an automated method thai allows different users

to efficiently share finite channel access. Class A 
AIS transmits at 12 watts and updates position and 
other dynamic navigational data every two to 10 
seconds, depending on vessel speed. While Class 
A information can be overlaid onto some ships' 
radars and/or plotters via their electronic chart 
display and information systems (ECDIS), ;dl Class 
A units must cany a dedicated minimum keyboard 
display (MKD'l monitor. 

Class B AIS was designed as a less expensive 
alternative to Class A for both commercial 
and recreational vessels. This black-box system 
transmits at 2 watts and utilizes the carrier-sense, 
time-division, multiple-access (CSTDMA) system 
for channel access. Provided that open channel slots 
exist, Class B units update their vessel's navigational 
information even* 30 seconds. Class B units are not 
required to cany a dedicated monitor; instead. 
Class B information (NMEA 0183 compatible and 
sometimes NMEA 2000 compatible) is overlaid onto 
a multifunction display (MFD:. This technology is 
currendy being used widely by some commercial 
traffic in other countries, and it's expected that the 
U.S. Coast Guard will mandate its use on certain 
types of commercial traffic this year. 

Jorge Arroyo, a Coast Guard civilian engineer 
who has been instrumental in writing AIS 
regulations, says one of AIS's main functions is to 
act like a caller ID on a phone. Capt. Skip Strong 
of the Penobscot Bay and River Pilots Association 
wholehearledh agrees, noting ilia I (his is (he biggesi 
benefit to commercial traffic. "Instead of just seeing 
a [radar] target, I have something with a name on 
it," Strong says. 'Tm not just calling a sailboat off 
my bow I'm calling a [specific] vessel.* 1 

Not all professional mariners share enthusiasm 
for Class B AIS, however. Capt. R. William "Bill" 
Hughes III, an expert on radar and navigation 
projects with die Washington State Ferry System, 
says the introduction of Class B into the AIS system 
brought with it uncertainty 7 for Class A users. "A 
fear of Class B is that a false sense of security may 
lure small-boat operators into riskier navigation 
decisions, by virtue of the fact that they're now 
seen," he says. "The ability to be seen doesn't 
change the maneuverability of larger vessels." 

It's important to note diat signals sent over 
SOTDMA arc prioritized and slotted ahead of 
those sent over CSTDMA. "Stronger signals, 
which are usually closer, bump weaker signals," 
Arroyo says. "This tends to impact Class B 
more [than Class A] because they [Class B 
signals] report at lower power, thus providing a 
weaker signal. And, because they report at a less 
[frequent] rate, it's all in die law of averages as to 
who bumps whom." As for areas where this can be 
a problem, Arroyo points to portions of the lower 
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AIS targets can be seen around bends where radar often can't reach (above). AIS with radar overlay (be- 



Mississippi River. As with all other areas, 
this situation is exacerbated when Class 
A users fail to update their navigational 
status when docked or moored, which 
reduces their broadcast rate to once 
every 180 seconds and frees up 18 to 90 
additional slots. 

Screen clutter is another obvious 
concern. As a ship enters a busy 
harbor, the number of AIS targets in 
a given range can quickly mushroom, 
potentially overpopulating the screen. 
To compensate, Arroyo says, users can 
zoom in for tighter views. Strong says 
Class A users can also apply several 



different filters to their AIS overlay views 
(but not their MKD;, including ones that 
minimize targets based on their range, 
their potential collision danger or whether 
thev are a Class A or Class B user. 

While these filters may sound 
dangerous, it's crucial to understand that 
radar operators rely heavily on both their 
AIS and radar, typically cross-referencing 
potential threats between their automatic 
radar plotting aid (ARPA) tool and their 
AIS. When judgment calls are required, 
captains, including Strong, trust their 
radar, which with an update rate of 
once every two to 2'/2 seconds Is far 



more accurate than their AIS. 

Boat speed is also a serious factor. 
Hughes and Strong say fast-moving 
vessels can outrun their Class B AIS 
target, creating confusion. u The one 
real problem that I have with Class B is 
its refresh rate," Strong says. "It's fine if 
you've got a sailboat going 6 knots, but 
... if you have a [Class B AIS target] 
doing 30 knots, in 30 seconds it's gone a 
quarter-mile. Thai's a substantial chunk 
of real estate that it's just covered, without 
[updating] its information ... and if it has 
made a course change in that time, you 
may not know it." 

Hughes says that when a fast-moving 
Class B vessel outruns its target, it 
creates a serious situation for a ship's 
radar operator, because a single boat can 
appear to be two threats for a number 
of moments: its outpaced Class B target 
and its ARPA return. Sprinkle in other 
nearby Class B users, Hughes says, 
and the situation quickly compounds 
itself* especially in fog or rain dead- 
common scenarios on both Puget Sound 
and Penobscot Bay Because of this, 
Hughes recommends that Class A AIS 
units be used on all vessels that travel 
faster than 5 knots. 

Kric Kunz, Furuno's senior product 
manager, agrees with Hughes' assessment. 
"There are times when a signal gets missed 
by a transponder," he says. "If it misses [the 
Class B signal] the one time, you [might 
not] see it again for another minute." 
Manufacturers can't legally change the 
update rates of their Class B units, which 
must conform to 1MO standards. 

For recreational boaters, current 
Class B technology provides the security 
that heavy metal objects probably know 
that you're out there, provided that they 
haven't applied any filters. Arroyo says 
a new type of Class B AIS is expected 
out this summer with a reporting rate of 
once every 15 seconds. While it will be 
interesting to see how this affects channel 
congestion and target separation, a Class 
A system nearly guarantees that your 
yacht will be visible to nearby AIS users, 
without fear of a skipped transmission, 
target separation or class-type filtration. 
Irrespective of AIS, however, it's crucial 
to remember Hughes' point about 
maneuverability, and the unflinching laws 
of gross tonnage. □ 
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Engine Warranties Understand the 
nuts and bolts or watch money go up 
in smoke. By Vincent Daniello

tli rough. The truth is that most 
engine manufacturers are forth- 
co m i n g a b out m ai n t e n an c e 
they expect. Boat owners are 
wise to know what to do to ensure coverage. 

"Some people say, 'I'll run it till it breaks. It's 
covered under warranty' But maybe it isn't," 
says Peter Frederiksen (www.vikingyachfs.com), 
communications director for Viking Yachts. 
"Make sure to read that warranty; Ask questions 
about it. v Frederiksen points out, for example, 
that engine compi iters keep records of all alarms. 
Continuing to run in an alarm condition may void 
the warranty. Understand what both the engine 
manual and warranty say about specific alarms, 
including whether to head to the closest port for 
repairs or wait for service until a trip ends. 

While electronic engine history might exclude 
warranty repairs by proving negligence, it can also

track die progression of parts 
failures to include otherwise 
questionable coverage. In one 
example, a simple air intake 
problem caused a turbo to 
overheat. When the turbo shaft 
broke, it spewed engine oil and 
the engine seized. Data proved 
this happened before alarms — 
and the skipper — could read. 
"The boat ended up with a new 
long block. That would have 
been a $160,000 repair," says 
Charlie Schloemer, president 
of Palm Beach Power (www 
.palmbeaclipower.com). The boat 
was near the end of its 60-month 
extended senice policy. 

With both standard and 
extended warranties, timely 
maintenance and careful records 
help ensure coverage. "They're 
not saving routine maintenance 
has to be done by an authorized 
dealer," Schloemer, an MTU 
dealer (umximhi-anline.com)> says. "They want a 
record of who did what, when, and what parts were 
put in. Oil and coolant must meet MTU specs, and 
filters have to come from MTU." 

To stay atop warranty requirements, address 
all issues promptly and completely. Schloemer 
warns, for example, that MTU requires a coolant 
sample when he replaces a leaky circulating 
pump. If thai leak was allowed to continue 
and the cooling system was topped off with 
plain water repeatedly over several months, 
the antifreeze ratio likely won't meet MTU's 
specification. That pump might not be covered, 
nor might extensive repairs caused if that pump 
failed and overheated the engine. 

A cleai' senice history is particularly important 
during resale. "Having a warranty adds security to 
die person buying a boat," Frederiksen says. "Your 
boat is going to stand out. You'll get a return on that 
[warranty] money" — but not if the buyer perceives 
any question regarding warranty coverage. 

When buying a boat with a warranty, have the 
engines surveyed by a company-authorized facility. 
Ask the senice manager beforehand for something 
concrete showing that the senice tech specifically 
looked for, but couldn't find, anything diat might 
negate warranty coverage. Even widi a clean 
mechanical history, check original contracts. Some 
European boats might not include warranty coverage 
in the United States, or vice versa, and warranties 
may have been initiated before the original owner 
bought the boat, particularly a boat that had been in 
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a dealer's inventory or used in boat shows. 
Past charter sendee is another red flag for a 
pleasure-boat warranty. 

When details are tended to, extended 
warranties do pay off. "Caterpillar's 
attitude lias always been 'Let's get 
this taken care of and make your boss 
happy," says Capt. Triston Hunt. The 
2005 sport-fisher he runs has had three 
engine overhauls covered. Hunt does 
warn, though, that Caterpillar tends to 
do only the minimum required to get 
the boat running. He suggests consulting 
an independent mechanic or surveyor 
to ensure the best possible repair. He 
documents anv deviations from those 
suggestions in writing. "Don't be afraid 
to call Caterpillar directly" Hunt says. 
"Everything reasonable that I've asked 
for I've gotten. *' 

Extended warranty plans vary by 
manufacturer. Caterpillars prices are 
fixed for each model, regardless of 
horsepower. In 201 2. five-year Platinum 
Plus extended service coverage for G32 
engines ranging from 1,450 to 1,900 



horsepower cost about $13,330 for up 
to 1,500 total engine hours or 822,230 
for unlimited hours, per engine. That 
extends Caterpillar's initial two- 
year warranty by three years with no 
deductible. Five-year Platinum Plus 
coverage for 930- to 1 ,150-horsepower 
Caterpillar C 1 8 engines is $9,090 
for 1,500 total hours or 815,150 for 
unlimited engine hours. Prices for most 
models fall by nearly 10 percent for 
four-year total coverage, and they drop 
more than 50 percent between four- 
ancl three-year plans. Cat also offers 
Platinum plans that cost and cover a bit 
less (www. marine, cat. com) . 

MTU's extended protection coverage 
provides up to three years of additional 
service, mirroring die standard two-year 
warranty. Prices vary both by engine 
horsepower and engine hours. A $500 
deductible per engine per service call 
covers anything a mechanic may turn 
up, from a simple fuel leak to a major 
overhaul. That includes ;dl return trips 
until those service orders are closed. 



There is some fine print to understand, 
though. "Warranty coverage includes 
travel and labor, but not plane tickets or 
overnight accommodations," Schloemer 
says. Engine manufacturers also typically 
look to the closest source for repairs. "If 
you're my customer in Palm Beach and 
something happens in the Florida Keys, 
MTU will still pay me for repairs, but it'll 
likely only cover travel from the closest 
MTU dealer," Schloemer says. 

"No one likes to break down," says 
Andrew Boyei; marine sales manager for 
MTU (now Tognum America; wwmtogmtm 
.com), "but if you're under warranty or I lave 
extended coverage, you Ye got peace of 
mind diat die boat will be up and running 
with minimal cost," MTU and other cliesel 
manufacturers simply ask that engines are 
maintained to their specification. 

"My maintenance is impeccable 
and I have records to back it up," Hunt 
says. "Maybe that's why IYe never had 
questions about coverage." The bottom 
line to ensuring warranty coverage, Hunt 
says: "Read and follow 7 the manual/' □
